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‘Transformations’ @ Faculty Member Attends Durban Conference @ Alumnae Travel Program 


n the largest gathering ever of 
Agnes Scott alumnae in southern 
California, the College's first of 10 
regional launches kicked off a slate 
of fall celebrations of its $60 million 
comprehensive campaign on Sept. 8. 

“If the California event—attended by 
95 people, including 51 alumnae—is an 
indication, the regional launches will be 
a huge success, said Joie Delafield ‘58, 
national campaign co-chair and a prin- 
cipal speaker at the event. “It was a 
wonderful event. Alumnae from every 
decade from the 20's through the 90's 
were represented.” 

Bold Aspirations: The Campaign for 
Agnes Scott College was formally 
launched with a weekend celebration 
on the College's campus in February. By 
Oct. 1, regional launches had been held 
in Charlotte, Greenville, and Richmond, 
in addition to the southern California 
event, which was held at the Hotel 
Bel-Air in Los Angeles. 

“California committee chairs Jeanette 
Wright ‘68 and Mary Gay Bankston ‘74 
worked very hard to make this a 
success. By any standards, it was a 
phenomenally successful launch,” said 
Adelia Thompson, assistant vice 
president for development, citing the 
pride the alumnae expressed in their 
College and in President Bullock's 
accomplishments.

CALIFORNIA EVENT SETS SUCCESSFUL PRECEDENT 


The California event was followed 
the next week by launches at the Bank of 
America in Charlotte (Sept. 13) and 
at the Poinsett Club in Greenville 
(Sept. 14). 

Sarah Dagenhart ‘55, Charlotte 
regional chair, greeted guests in the 59th 
floor dining room by pronouncing that 
“Agnes Scott is on a roll and Charlotte is 
an important part of that momentum.” In 
Greenville, regional chair Pedrick 
Lowrey '76 and trustee Sally Skardon ‘70 
stated that “we have not yet seen the full 
potential of Agnes Scott alumnae.” 

At press time final plans were being 
completed for the Richmond event 
(Sept. 30), where close to 100 alumnae 
and guests had registered for a reception 
in the Lewis Ginter Botanical Garden. 
Next will be an event in Washington, 
D.C., at the French Embassy. 

Other regional events include 
Memphis at The Brooks Museum of Art, 
Oct. 26; central Florida at Grand 
Bohemian Hotel in Orlando, Nov. 9; 
Houston at the Museum of Natural 
Science, Nov. 10; and Atlanta at The 
Atlanta History Center, Nov. 18. The 
launch set for Carnegie Hall in New 
York is being rescheduled.

Butler '28 Gives $1 Million 


GIFT WILL ESTABLISH SPEECH PROGRAM 


$1 million gift by Patricia Collins 
An '28 to endow speech edu- 
cation at Agnes Scott was 
announced by Campaign co-chair Joie 
Delafield '58 at the southern California 
regional launch of Bold Aspirations: 
The Campaign for Agnes Scott 
College. Delafield’s announcement was 
met with cheers and a standing ovation. 

“| am proud tonight to make the 
first public announcement that an alum- 
na from the southern California region 
has answered Mary's call. One of your 
own has seized the time,” said Delafield 
in announcing the gift. “Pat Butler has 
made a gift of $1 milllion to the 
Campaign to establish the Patricia 
Collins Butler endowment for speech 
education. Pat has made this gift in 
memory of her parents, Philip H. and 
Mary Power Collins. 

“This gift is truly in the spirit of 
Bold Aspirations," continued Delafield 
as she led the toast to Butler. “Pat has 
set a goal of excellence for Agnes Scott 
and given the College the resources to 
reach it. Pat, your gift inspires us all.” 

The gift from Butler, of La Jolla, 
Calif., is one of the campaign's largest 
gifts to date and one of few to focus 
specifically on a College program. The 
endowment will establish The Patricia 
Collins Butler Speech Program. Butler 
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Jeannette Wright ‘68, President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66, and Mary Gay Bankston ‘74 are pictured 
at the Southern California regional launch of Bold Aspirations: The Campaign for Agnes Scott 
College.

November on campus with $31 million 
toward the goal. The campus launch in 
February—coinciding with Founder's 
Day weekend and celebrating the open- 
ing of two buildings—attracted more 
than 1,000 alumnae and friends of the 
College. To date, the Campaign has 
raised more than $42 million in gifts 
and pledges. 

“Reconnecting alumnae with the 
College is a major goal of the campaign,” 
said Delafield. “These regional launches 


will visit the campus this spring to 
spend time with students, participate 
in judging a student speech competi- 
tion and to discuss improvements to 
the College's speech program. 

“Agnes Scott women have long 
been known for their writing ability,” 
Butler said. 

“It is my hope that with this 
endowment they will one day be as 
well known for their speaking ability.” 

Another gift by Butler was recog- 
nized at the campaign's weekend 
launch celebration in February when 
the Patricia Collins Butler Center, a 
room for day students, was dedicated 
during the ribbon cutting for the new 
Alston Campus Center. 

A post-graduate Phi Beta Kappa, 
Butler majored in English literature at 
Agnes Scott and was the third woman 
to graduate from Emory Law School. 
She was admitted to practice law 
before the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1939, was appointed legal assistant to 
the U.S. attorney general in 1942 and 
served six attorneys general and seven 
presidents during her career. A pioneer 
in the field of administrative law, 
Butler was appointed a member of the 
Board of Immigration Appeals in the 
U.S. Department of Justice. She 
helped found the Supreme Court

Campaign co-chair Frannie Graves ‘63 
concurred that the College's focus on its 
alumnae base is essential for the 
success of the campaign. “We need the 
overwhelming support of our alumnae 
to be successful in this campaign,” said 
Graves. “At this point, we believe that 
support is there.”

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Agnes Scott College is like 
the land. It existed for more 
than a hundred years before we 
became her people. It is the gift 
outright. An Agnes Scott educa- 
tion is a gift, next to family love 
perhaps the most important gift 
our students will ever receive. 
Let me elaborate upon what | 
mean. 

An Agnes Scott education is, first 
and foremost, a gift to oneself. Every 
Agnes Scott student worked 
hard to get here. They excelled 
in high school, and they decid- 
ed to make college a priority in 
their young adult lives. Now ~ 
they are here, enjoying the gift. 

An Agnes Scott education is also a 
gift from parents. They have sup- 
ported our students for 18 years 
with nurture and encourage- 
ment. Most of them are provid- 
ing financial support for our 
students to be here, saving and 
sacrificing as an investment in 
their future. 

An Agnes Scott education is a gift 
for a lifetime. Our students are 
here to gain a liberal arts educa- 
tion—a broad education that 
will provide them with the 
intellectual skills to last a life- 
time. Our curriculum requires 
not just a concentration in one 
field, their major, but courses 
across the sciences, social sci- 
ences, humanities and fine arts. 
The focus is on critical thinking 
and on cultivating the disci- 
pline, the flexibility and the 
creativity of their minds so that 
they will contribute confidently 
to their careers, their families 


and their society throughout 
their lives. They may well go 
on to graduate school or specif- 
ic training opportunities, but 
never again will they have the 
intellectual luxury—and chal- 
lenge—of preparing for a life- 
time. 

An Agnes Scott education is a 
financial gift from the College itself. 
We spend more than $35,000 
each year to educate one stu- 
dent. Our full tuition, room and 
board is less than $25,000. In 
other words, every student, 
even those who are full pay, 
receive an automatic gift of 
more than $10,000. Most of 
them receive additional scholar- 
ship funds. As citizens and as 
taxpayers, they are entitled to 
state and government grants 
and loans. But Agnes Scott's 
merit scholarships and need- 
based Agnes Scott grants are 
not an entitlement; they are, in 
Frost's words, a “gift outright.” 
They come from alumnae and 
friends of the College who 
believe in the importance of 
educating women. 

Finally, an Agnes Scott education 
is a gift of community. Our stu- 
dents selected a residential lib- 
eral arts college because they 
want to be part of a community, 
a community that knows and 
cares for each other. A commu- 
nity of honor, trust and integri- 
ty. A community that celebrates 
and respects differences. They 
make many friends here— 
beginning with new roommates 
and young women on their hall. 


These become special relation- 
ships that last a lifetime. And 
one of the most important 
friendships of all is with profes- 
sors. Agnes Scott professors are 
accessible. Their greatest joy is 
to watch students progress over 
the four years they are here, and 
to cheer them on when they 
graduate. 

Given Robert Frost's long 
association with Agnes Scott, | 
don't think he would mind my 
paraphrasing this poem for our 
students: 

The College was ours before 
we were the College's. 

She was our college more 
than a hundred years 

Before we were her people. 
She was ours. . . 

(But) something we were 
withholding made us weak 

Until we found out that it 
was ourselves 

We were withholding from 
our land of living, 

And forthwith found salva- 
tion in surrender, in participa- 
tion, 

Such as we are we give our- 
selves outright. . . 

To this College, now vague- 
ly, but realizing onward 

To become storied, artful, 
enhanced, 

Such as we are, such as we 
will become.

shew Class of 2005 arrived on campus in August, bringing the 
total enrollment of all students to 885 for fall semester. 
Class members represent 28 states and 11 foreign countries. 
More than 25 percent of the 223 first-year students graduat- 
ed in the top 5 percent of their high school classes, compiling a 


mean grade point average of 3.66. Most popular intended 
majors among them include international relations, psychology, 
economics/business, biology/pre-med and English. 

The class is ethnically diverse, with 35 percent of students 
representing minority groups. Twenty-one percent are African- 
American, 6 percent are Asian, 4 percent are Hispanic, 1 per- 
cent American Indian/Pacific Islander and 3 percent are bicul- 
tural. Five percent are international students.

sa Williams, program director of the Atlanta 
Semester, was a delegate to the United Nations 


conference on racism in Durban, 
South Africa, in September. The 
controversial conference drew 
criticism and boycotts because of 
its agenda in defining a wide range 


of class and cultural discrimination. 


The conference's sessions were 
divided into governmental and 
non-governmental (NGO) meet- 
ings. Williams participated in the 
latter. 

Reports of the U.S. walkout 
over a potential resolution con- 
cerning Israel-Palestinian relations 
figured prominently in American 
media, but Williams gained “a 
sense of promise and hope” from 
the conference. “] was most 
impressed with the younger gener- 


ation of leaders, scholars and activists determined 
to move the agenda forward,” she said. 

Williams said that, considering Atlanta's 
international population and mix of cultures, the 
conference had a direct bearing on many issues 
with which the city wrestles. “Atlanta is not the old 
South anymore,” she said. A graduate of both 
Spelman College and Emory University, Williams 
has seen Atlanta's continuing journey through racial

conflict and discrimination. 
At Agnes Scott, with students from 
approximately 30 countries and an emphasis on

non-European study abroad, 
professors and students become 
familiar with discrimination on 
many levels: race, ethnicity, and 
the fact that “in nearly all cultures, 
women are discriminated against,” 
Williams said. 

The conference's emphasis on 
gender-related forms of racial 
discrimination added to Williams’ 
knowledge, she said. But the 
leadership she observed was 
particularly powerful. “Individuals 
participating in the NGO 
conference displayed a type 
of passionate, engaging and 
thoughtful leadership that 
seemed so absent among the 


governments,” Williams said. 

Williams plans to work with several local 
organizations, also represented at the conference, 
to implement strategies discussed in Durban. She 
held post-conference discussions with faculty and 
students on campus in late September. She said 
knowledge she gained from the conference will 
also shape the community engagement sections 
of the Atlanta Semester program.

The events of Sept. 11 left all 
of us forever changed. | pray that 
you, your family and friends are 
safe, yet | know that many of us 
are grieving, and some are feeling 
a deep and personal loss. Please 
let us know how you are doing. 
We've heard from many of you 
but want all of you to know our 
concern. 

Being on the Agnes Scott 
campus has been a tremendous 
source of strength for me. In the 
early days, we leaned into each 
other and found comfort, and 
now were beginning as a 
community to address the 
difficult issues of “what next.” 

On Friday, there was a very 
moving silent vigil and ringing 
of the bell at noon. The circle of 
ASC community holding hands 
was so large it filled the 
Woodruff Quad. We were a 
patchwork of students, faculty, 
staff and Decatur neighbors, still 
stunned but no longer feeling 
quite so alone. Toward the end, 
a student with a beautiful voice 
broke the silence with her songs, 
and we all joined her to affirm 
that we would stand together 
during this time. 

Our coming together took 
another form when many of us 
attended a two-hour “Teach In” 
organized by members of the 
faculty. Its purpose was to present 
alternative ways to understand 
the issues and possible responses 
to the events of Sept. 11. 
Members of the faculty shared 
their insights and expertise, 
including a brief history of the 
Taliban, a historical overview of 
how terrorism differs from war, 
and ethical and philosophical 
perspectives on jihad, justice and 
revenge. The Teach-In brought 
another form of healing, because 
it engaged both our emotions and 
our intellects, leaving us feeling a 
little less like victims and a little 
more like Americans who have 
both choices and the responsibili- 
ty for making them.

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Where Are They Now? 


he Office of Career Planning conducted a survey of graduat- 

ing seniors in spring 2001, getting an 89 percent response 
rate from the 152 undergraduates receiving degrees.

The Legacy of Honor 


CARRYING THE IDEAL INTO A COMMUNITY OF TRUST 


The following address was given by 
Honor Court President Jocelyn 
Taylor ‘02 at Opening Convocation 
in August. 


believe that honor is more 

than a law; it is an ideal 

rooted in the beliefs that 

we as students all carry 
within us. When preparing to 
come to college, | remember 
neatly folding my clothes, 
packing away my favorite 
books and carefully organizing 
my belongings into nice little 
compartments that could be 
easily unpacked when the time 
was right. 

I also packed a small gold 
cross that I often reflect on 
when discussing my views on 
honor. This gold cross was a 
gift from my great-grandmoth- 
er when | was a toddler; and as 
I settled my belongings into 
Walters Hall, it was the most 
important object that | 
unpacked. To me, it represent- 
ed the memories of my family, 
my community and all the 
lessons they had taught me to 
prepare me for life on my own. 
That cross symbolized my 
personal honor system, which 
| held with me as | took the 
honor pledge in the fall of 
1998 

Each fall, a new group of 
women enter the halls of 
Agnes Scott College, each 


bringing their own ideals on 
honor, rooted in the memories 
and lessons that they carry 
with them. | am sure if we 
could call on the buildings of 
our school to reflect on how 
honor has changed over the 
years with each incoming class, 
they would all point us to the 
College seal, which most elo- 
quently illustrates the purpose 
of Agnes Scott as intended by 
our foremothers and forefa- 
thers. There, permanently 
etched, is the quote from II] 
Peter 1:5: “Add to your faith 
virtue; and to virtue, knowl- 
edge.” Honor is the main virtue 
of our College. 

If | could call on one build- 
ing to reflect the recent history 
of honor on Agnes Scott's cam- 
pus, it would be Buttrick Hall, 
which has proudly held the 
signed honor pledges on its 
walls year after year. | believe 
that Buttrick would still have 
faith in our honor system, 
pointing out to us that students 
voluntarily accept the system 
as their way of life. 

I agree. However, | contend 
that we, simply by living, all 
carry our own honor system 
Just as I carried my honor with 
me to Agnes Scott locked in 
the memory of my great- 
grandmother's gift, so does 
every woman who enrolls into 
this institution, her honor 


packed neatly away with the 
remainder of her belongings. In 
this way, we are not taking the 
pledge under the premise that 
our way of life was not honor- 
able before we entered these 
halls. We are saying that as we 


learn, we unpack our honor and 


our faith, wherever we keep 
them, and use them to grow in 
knowledge as well as in 
virtue—adding one to the 
other, but not separating 

the two. 

For this reason, | urge 
students to remember that our 
honor system is our bond with 
our faculty and administration, 
and with ourselves. It is our 
diverse beliefs coming together 
in one accord of trust and 
camaraderie. As students, it is 
our responsibility to uphold the 
honor system for each new 
class that enters our gates. It is 
our responsibility to remember 
that the goal of an Agnes Scott 
education is not to forfeit your 
honor for temporary gratifica- 
tion, such as a grade on a pla- 
giarized paper. The goal is to 
gain knowledge honorably, not 
breaking the bond between 
professors and students or 
inhibiting the legacy of honor 
that permeates this campus 

This year, | personally chal- 
lenge all students to reflect on 
what honor means to you as an 
individual, and tie this to what

at this foundation, we can 
revamp the world's view on 
honor, as long as we remember 
the great things of which we as 
Agnes Scott women are capa- 
ble.

Using our honor code as the 
order, let us make continuing

n your contact with Agnes 

Scott in recent months, have 
you noticed the passion shown 
by people associated with the 
College? I see it in our presi- 
dent, our faculty, staff and 
administration, our trustees, 
our alumnae and our students. 
All share a common vision for 
Agnes Scott and are enthusias- 
tically working towards mak- 
ing that vision a reality. 

| recently attended a pres- 
entation on organizations that 
make the transition from being 
“sood’ to being “great.” The 
speaker was Jim Collins, a for- 
mer professor at Stanford 
University. He and his col- 
leagues conducted extensive 
research on a group of compa- 
nies that went from “good” 
performance to “great” per- 
formance, as measured by their 
financial success. His book, 
Good to Great: Why Some 
Companies Make the Leap...and 
Others Don't, details the results 
of the study. The companies 
making this transition, and 
there were only 14 of them, 
had some interesting things 
in common. 

The “Good to Great” com- 
panies have a culture of disci- 
pline, which includes disci- 
plined people, disciplined 
thought and disciplined action. 
The first part of their transfor- 
mation involved making sure 
they had the right people in 
the right positions. The right 
people meant not only people 
with the skills needed for the 
job, but also people with 
passion for the institution and 
the job ahead. People who 
believed in the vision wanted 
to be a part of the success and 
who were driven to be a part 
of something great. 
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These organizations then 
engaged in disciplined 
thought. Their leaders asked 
the hard questions and looked 
at the “brutal” facts facing 
them. They faced their reality 
and what it would take to be a 
success. One of the questions 
they asked was, “Can we be 
the best in the world in what 
we do?” The answer to this 
question led them to choose 
a focus, then apply their 
resources and will to move 
toward that goal. They worked 
steadily and with a faith that 
they would meet the goal. 
They did not, however, delude 
themselves that they would 
accomplish these things 
quickly or easily. 

The third part of the 
Good to Great transformation 
involved disciplined actions. 
These organizations were dis- 
ciplined enough to stop doing 
the things that did not directly 
help them meet their goals. 
When they stopped doing 
those things, they had more 
time to work on the things 
that were important. 

As I listened to the presen- 
tation, | began to think of 
Agnes Scott and the parallels 
I see to the organizations that 
were being described. | opened 
this essay with a description of 
the passion | see within Agnes 
Scott today. At the campus 
launch for the Bold Aspirations 
campaign, | saw the enthusi- 
asm and excitement and the 
sense of purpose on the faces 
of those involved. The trustees 
and administration have devel- 
oped a vision for Agnes Scott. 
With the Bold Aspirations 
campaign, they have clearly 
and honestly faced our current 
limitations and have defined 
what we all must do to move 
the College forward. Touring 
the new science building 
(currently under construction), 
I saw our resources being 
used to create the learning 
environment necessary to 
educate young women in 
today’s world. 

Will Agnes Scott make the 
transition it is working toward?

or Carol Sutton Lumpkin ‘65, peace is not just a 

way of life. It is her mission. As president of The 
Peace Rug Company, Inc., 
Lumpkin has built on her 26 years 
of experience in investments and 
financial planning with her 
marketing of The Peace Rug, a 
3-by-5-foot carpet with a cloud 
formation used to bring people 
closer together through talking 
and to help settle their conflicts. 

Lumpkin’s business associate 
Helen McIntosh, a doctoral can- 
didate in counseling psychology 
and school counselor at a primary 
inner city school, came up with 
The Peace Rug concept. But 
it was Lumpkin who saw the 
potential for large scale use of the rug and took the 
steps necessary to get the product trademarked, 
service marked, copyrighted and patented. She also 
registered the Web site domain and hired an 
attorney to form the Peace Rug Corp., which 
moved the rug from an idea into a manufactured 
product.

"T love my work!" said Lumpkin. “I believe that 
the development of human relationships—especially 
peaceful relationships—is the most important 
investment anyone can make. The Peace Rug gives 
anyone and everyone a place to go and a special 
dialogue to use to achieve those types of 
relationships and friendships!”

McIntosh has used The Peace Rug in her school 

every day for the past three years, and boasts a 
record of no 
unresolved conflicts since its 
implementation. 

“By using The Peace Rug 
every day in every classroom,” 
said Lumpkin, “the negative 
societal influences experienced 
by children on a daily basis can 
be re-patterned into positive 
behavior.” 

Although originally created 
for use with younger children, 
The Peace Rug has expanded 
to reach parents and adults as 
well. Lumpkin adds that their 

long-term goals are for the rug 

to be used in homes, the workplace and even with 
governments, especially since Sept. 11 has promot- 
ed many citizens’ strong desire for peace. The Peace 
Rug is available for sale online for $99.99, with 
educators receiving a $20 discount. Most of the 
income goes toward manufacturing, McIntosh said. 

A French major and music minor at Agnes Scott, 
Lumpkin did graduate work on her M.B.A. at 
San Francisco's Golden Gate University. But the 
challenges she encountered at Agnes Scott taught 
her the most about not being afraid to tackle 
difficulties.

Anna Mills Wagoner '71 U.S. Attorney 


fter nomination by President George W. Bush, 

Anna Mills Wagoner ‘71 was confirmed by 
the U.S. Senate in late October as U.S. attorney 
for the middle district of North Carolina, a role 
certain to put her in the center of current events. 

In light of the events of Sept. 11, Wagoner is 
especially eager to deal with the challenges pre- 
sented by her new position. “I'm sure that the role 
of the ULS. attorney will be in the 
forefront of the president's initiative to 
combat and extinguish terrorism,” she 
said. “The U.S. attorneys serve as the 
country’s principal litigators under the 
direction of Attorney General John 
Ashcroft." She notes that the most 
visible responsibility of the ULS. 
attorney's office is the prosecution of 
criminal cases brought by the federal 
government. 

Prior to her confirmation, Wagoner 
was a chief district judge in North 
Carolina, hearing cases involving 
general misdemeanor offenses and 
felonies. She had jurisdiction over all domestic 
matters including child custody, support, alimony, 
divorces and property division. She heard cases 
involving abuse and neglect of children, as well 
as all juvenile delinquency matters and domestic 
violence cases. 

"| am very interested in creating better and 
more effective ways of dealing with our juvenile 
offenders,” Wagoner said. “Our judicial district 
was fortunate enough to obtain a grant from the 
Department of Justice, which enabled us to 
engage in a planning process for the establishment 
of a Juvenile Drug Treatment Court in this 
jurisdiction.” 

An English major at Agnes Scott, Wagoner 
graduated cum laude from Wake Forest University 
Law School in 1985. She started practicing as an 
attorney for Woodson, Linn, Sayers, Lawther, 
Short & Wagoner, where she was in court 
everyday arguing cases before judges and juries. 
"My time of practice with the Woodson law firm 
was devoted primarily if not exclusively to all the 
types of cases over which district court judges 
have jurisdiction.”

Her extensive experience paid off. “As a judge,” 
said Wagoner, “I tried quite hard to streamline our 
court system here in Rowan County to reduce 
needless continuances and numerous court 
appearances for litigants. We established a case 
management tracking system in which one judge 
follows a case and and/or family throughout the 
criminal or domestic hearings.” 

“My job as chief district judge,” 
she said, "had many more likes than 
dislikes. My favorite part of being a 
judge is the opportunity to make a 
real difference in a person’ life, 
whether it be through granting 
custody of a child to one parent or 
another or dealing with a young 
person who needs strong and firm 
guidance from an adult role model. 

I have also greatly enjoyed being 
involved on various committees of 
our state and judicial system and 
working with other judges and 
attorneys to try to improve our 
system of justice in North Carolina. My least 
favorite part of that job was the administrative 
paper shuffling that seems endless." 

Wagoner has under her jurisdiction 24 counties 
stretching from Durham to Charlotte, N.C., with 
her primary office being in Greensboro and a 
satellite office in Winston-Salem. This works well 
for Wagoner, as she and her husband have a 
daughter who is a lawyer in Greensboro and a 
son who is a recent graduate of Elon College. 
Wagoner said her husband, Bill, has been a 
constant source of support and strength in all of 
the things in which she has become involved. 
“My three years of law school and raising 
two kids at the same time was a great opportunity 
for him to learn how to cook as well as carpool,” 
she said. 

Wagoner still credits Agnes Scott with much 
of her success. “I believe greatly in the value of a 
‘single-sex’ education and feel that the time I spent 
at Agnes Scott gave me the tools of leadership 
and independent thinking which have served me 
well in my life and career thus far.”

Japanese Woodblock Exhibit Opens 


ALUMNA’S ESTATE DONATES DIVERSE COLLECTION TO COLLEGE 


hrough a gift from the estate of Margaret 

Law ‘25, the College has received an 
impressive collection of Japanese woodblock 
prints that will open in an exhibit at The Dalton 
Gallery in late January. 

Margaret Law died in May 2000 at the age 
of 96 after a lifelong commitment to her 
community. She had been extremely active not 
only as a national member of the League of 
Women Voters, but as an international member. 
It was in this capacity that she first began 
travelling many years ago, visiting Japan seven 
times in the process of circling the globe. She 
became fascinated with the art of Japan, especially 
woodblock prints, and began studying and 
collecting them at galleries throughout Japan 
and the United States. Law ultimately acquired 
a diverse collection that now belongs to 
the College. 

Louisa McIntosh ‘47, curator of the exhibit and 
owner of McIntosh Art of Atlanta, was contacted 
by Law's family with the possibility of leaving the 
collection to Agnes Scott and is excited that the 
College has been chosen to receive these prints. 

“This is the first time the collection has been 
presented in its entirety,” McIntosh said. “All of 
the prints are fragile, made with mulberry paper. 
They represent all areas of Japanese printing— 
Ukiyo-e, Shinhanga and Sosaku Hanga. 
Traditional to contemporary. This is one of the 
most important contributions to the Agnes Scott 
art department.” 

Anne Beidler, associate professor of art, was 


involved in looking at the artwork with McIntosh 
and the College's former gallery assistant, 

Amy Parry, before the College acquired it. 

As an art educator, she especially appreciates 

the possibilities the art presents for teachers 

and students. 

“It's some of the most beautiful printmaking 
that's ever been done,” she said. “It will be very 
useful for teaching students. It's one thing to see 
the art in a book, another to actually see the ink 
on the paper. The collection also especially 
expands our world view, with Agnes Scott being 
the world for women.” 

Beidler said Law only chose pieces that were 
very beautiful, and she was a very meticulous 
collector of Japanese prints. “She didn't just snatch 
up the first thing she saw,” Beidler said. “She was 
very careful about collecting.” 

Japanese woodblock printing began about 
the eighth century, when the Japanese empress 
Shotoku demanded that one million miniature 
pagodas be made, each containing a Buddhist 
charm on a slip of paper. Rather than writing out 
the charms, production was sped up through 
printing. Ukiyo-e Japanese printing uses water- 
based inks and the application and blending of 
watercolor washes directly onto the wood, 
resulting in amazing watercolor impressions. 

The exhibit opens with a reception in The 
Dalton Gallery in the Dana Fine Arts Building 
on Friday, Jan. 25, 2002, from 7:30-9:30 p.m. and 
runs through March 10.

THOMAS FRIEDMAN DISCUSSES “SHRINKING WORLD” 


homas 
Friedman's 

work predating 
Sept. 11 shows 
he knew Osama 
bin Laden was a 
threat before he 
became notori- 
ous. The New York 
Times columnist's 
appearance at 
Agnes Scott 
College on Oct. 
24 was booked 
months before 
terrorist attacks 
in New York and 
Washington; but because of 
the College community's 
subsequent desire to understand 
what led to these attacks, over- 
flow seating was required for 
the 800-seat Gaines Chapel. 

The recipient of two Pulitzer 
prizes for reporting from 
Jerusalem and Lebanon, 
Friedman has written two books 
on the Middle East, most 
recently The Lexus and the Olive 
Tree. This book examines the 
impact of global markets, glob- 
al networks and how a shrink- 
ing world creates friction when 
it encounters long-standing cul- 
tural differences and prejudices. 
He noted the continuing 
bloody war and broken cease 
fires between the Israelis and 
Palestinians as a good example. 

The Internet has created a 
means for individuals to effect 
incredible change, according to 
Friedman. He pointed to 
activist Jody Williams’ crusade 
to ban land mines that began 
via e-mail; she wound up 
winning the 1997 Nobel Peace 
Prize. But the same speed and 
range works for terrorism as 
well. Cell phones, laptops, the 
Web and an electronic financial 
network also work for Al 
Qaeda. Two terrorists involved 
in the plane crashes made their 
reservations on Travelocity, 
Friedman said. And the first 
truck bomber at the World 
Trade Center in 1993 stored his 
plans on the hard drive of his 
Toshiba laptop. “What really is 
scary is how many people 
today .. . can be Osama bin 
Laden,” Friedman said. 


Thomas Friedman 
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Historically, most great 
things have a flip side, he said. 
While Rome's roads were one 
of its glories, they were also the 
paths the Visigoths used to sack 
the empire. The power and size 
of our empire carries the same 
liabilities, Friedman said. We 
have a Congress whose motto 
is “dumb as we wanna be,” or 
“stupid and proud of it,” he said. 
We don't trust our politicians 
“because the language of 
politics has become so sterile 
and dishonest that you know 
no one is saying what they 
really think." 

Americans view themselves 
as conservative, moral and 
patriotic; but much of the 
world sees us as “wild, crazy 
revolutionaries,” he said. While 
we've been good citizens in 
many instances, abroad we're 
considered spooks and 
puppet-masters. 

“We're not very good at 
telling our story,” Friedman 
said. 

The difference between 
the Cold War world and the 
present is that size matters less 
than speed. 

“The big don't eat the small; 
the fast eat the slow,” Friedman 
said. One audience question 
Friedman warmed to was how 
Africa can conquer hunger and 
disease in order to compete ina 
tech world. Friedman had 
visited Africa and talked with a 
student who explained his 
culture does not embrace the 
speed at which the world is 
moving, and finds it disorient- 
ing, hostile and in some cases 
inhuman. That's fine, Friedman 
says; what is more important is 
establishing traditions of faith, 
law and education. Where that's 
being done in Africa, countries 
are beginning to recover, 
Friedman said. 

“If you don't have the 
fundamentals right, no modems 
or wires can save you,” he said. 

Friedman's speech and the 
autographing session that 
followed were part of Global 
Perspectives, a series of 
Millennium Lectures on issues 
surrounding globalization.

The following remarks were made by 
George Redmond, visiting associate 
professor of economics, at this years 
Senior Investiture. 


hen we hear 
brand names, we 
immediately 
make links and 
associations with the brand. 
We make evaluations and assign 
worth to them. The same is true 
for your own Personal Brand— 
your attitude. What worth is 
being assigned to your brand? 
Have you interviewed for a 
job lately? Have you noticed 
that teams do the interviews? 
On these teams are mostly the 


very people with whom you 
will be working. It is not just 
your talent that is being 
assessed—it's your attitude, 
your own Personal Brand. Just 
as in product branding there 
are certain elements that your 
Personal Brand must reflect: 
Performance—Getting 
things done is important in 
any organization. But how you 
get things done is also reflect- 
ed in your Personal Brand. You 
need to strike these words and 
phases from your vocabulary— 
should have, could have, ought 
to, might have, if only and 
above all avoid taking up resi- 
dence on “Someday Isle (I'Il).” 
Your Personal Brand will be 
linked to the competence, 
consistency and quality 
levels of your work. Your 
performance will be reflected 
in your attitude by your sense 
of a quiet confidence, not a 
loud arrogance. 
Cooperation—a sense of 
doing what it takes to get a 
task done. There is nothing 
wrong with having your 
Personal Brand reflect that you 
are team player. Being able to 
work well in a group and be 
productive is a talent. Having a 
positive and “can do" attitude is 
a sign of leadership. Being 
cooperative is a wonderful 
brand trait and it is reflected 
via your attitude—you will be 


noticed and sought after by 
management to be a team 
leader. Because you have a 
reputation for being cooperative 
does not mean that you do not 
have an opinion of your own. 
In fact, just the opposite is true. 
If you are a cooperative person 
and disagree with something, 
people tend to listen. 
Integrity—Cooperation is 
important but your Personal 
Brand must reflect via your 
attitude that there are things 
you will not tolerate. Your 
attitude will show that 
accomplishing goals is 
important to you. But 
accomplishing goals at all 
costs is not. Make sure your 
Personal Brand says that you 
want to do things right, but not 
at the expense of “doing the 
right things.” You must show 
that you can keep principles 
above personality and that 
social responsibility is 
important to you. 
Compassion—Yourself and 
others must be part of your 
Personal Brand and reflected 
via your attitude. Others will 
know when you genuinely care 
about them and they will 
respond in kind. There will be 
times in your professional 
career that the only thing you 
do for a colleague is to be a 
friend. But that may be the one 
thing that he or she needs at 


that time. Yes, there will be 
those that mistake kindness for 
weakness, but that will give you 
the advantage of surprise when 
you are ready, willing and able 
to stand up and make the tough 
decisions. 

Honor —As hokey and 
sophomoric as it may sound, 
that old adage is true: “If you 
don't stand for something, 
you'll fall for anything. "Your 
Personal Brand reflected in your 
attitude must show that you are 
“a meaningful specific and not 
just a wandering generality.” 
This element of your Personal 
Brand should be easy for you to 
incorporate. Remember a very 
long time ago, when you were 
first-years and signed the Honor 
Code? Honor has become such 
a part of your lives here at 
Agnes Scott College. Here 
honor is not just given lip serv- 
ice. Honor is not just part of a 
catch phase in an admissions 
promotion, nor is it a buzz 
word on a logo. At Agnes 
Scott, honor takes the form 
of a woman—The Agnes 
Scott Woman! 

Class of 2002, you need not 
fear—your Personal Brands are 
well intact. Knowing you ladies 
for the past few years, | can 
honestly say that what lies 
behind you and what lies before 
you pales in significance to 
what lies inside of you.

The 
article describes the discovery of 
nitrogen fixation in spirochetes, 
prokaryotes that are either free- 
living in the environment or gut 
symbionts in termites and other 
organisms.

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Continue Work 
Of Founders, 
Gladden Urges 


Celebrating the 113th anniversary 
of the founding of Agnes Scott 
College, Board of Trustees Chair 
Joseph R. Gladden Jr. reminded stu- 
dents, faculty and staff that the 
founding of the school continues. 

"Founding is a process, not an 
event," Gladden said Feb. 20 at the 
Founder's Day 2002 celebration. "It is 
never the work of a single person. 
You must have clear, stated objectives. 
Founding requires careful thought and 
plain hard work of many." 

Gladden, who is retiring from the 
Board this spring after 12 years of 
service that includes 10 years as chair, 
said Agnes Scott has changed with 
the times but remains grounded in the 
principles and val- 
ues established by 
founders Col. 
George Washing- 
ton Scott and the 
Rev. FH. Gaines. 
"It is adapting its 
approach, expand- 
ing horizons and 
encouraging its 
students to love 
learning." 

Even as the 
Board reworks the College's mission, 
it is guided by the principles that 
guided the founders: to be a selective 
liberal arts school of high order for 
women, Gladden said. 

The College should be constantly 
looking at what is going on around it 
and recalibrating itself to what is 
going on, he said. Agnes Scott must 
develop ways to capitalize on its situ- 
ation. 

"We are what we are and should 
be proud," he said. "We're small with 
all the benefits of being small." 

Gladden recommended the 
College examine sharing faculty with 
neighboring schools, continue joint 
research programs, expand internships 
for students and explore new 
technology. 

"We find ourselves at a special 
point. Where should we be five years 
from now? 10 years? 20 years? 50 
years?" he asked. "We have the same 
goal, but the definition differs from 
the past to the future." 

Gladden quoted TS. Eliot's Four 
Quartets’ No. 4 Little Gidding: "And the 
end of all our exploring will be to 
arrive where we started and know the 
place for the first time." Using the 
road map given by the founders, 
Gladden said, "We are where we 
ought to be. We are where our 
founders would expect us to be."

Atmosphere Focus 
Of Laser Project 


STUDENT-BUILT LIDAR TO EXAMINE PARTICULATE POLLUTION AND GLOBAL WARMING 


hink of it as using Tinkertoys, in 

which you buy the set then build 

the bridge or whatever you imag- 

ine. Thats how Art Bowling, associ- 
ate professor of physics, described construct- 
ing the Light Detection and Ranging Facility 
(LIDAR) that he, Agnes Scott College stu- 
dents and Georgia Institute of Technology 
faculty and students will build. 


The group, with a National Science 
Foundation three-year grant of $133,000 
with $10,000 in matching ASC funds, will 
buy the laser and optical mirrors that meet 
specifications, then build the LIDAR in 
Bradley Observatory. Building the LIDAR 
should take eight or nine months—about an 
academic year, and construction should 
begin next fall, Bowling said. 

The LIDAR will be used to investigate 
atmospheric and environmental questions. 
"In particular, particulate pollution," Bowling 
said. "Little particles are generated by power 
plants, burning wood, diesel engines and 
natural processes. The EPD and EPA 
(Environmental Protection Department and 
Environmental Protection Agency) are inter- 
ested in patterns of pollution. Particulate 
pollution is now thought to be an important 
health issue. We want to get to the point we 
can make contributions to knowledge about 
this issue." 

Although "research is often serendipi- 
tous," Bowling said, the general purpose of 
the experiment is to be able to characterize 
airborne dust and particulate matter (size, 
shape, composition and behavior in the 
atmosphere) and to study thermal properties 
of the atmosphere—how does temperature

change with altitude and how does this ther- 
mal profile change during a day or during 
the seasons. This information could then be 
used to help inform government policy mak- 
ers in forming decisions about air pollution. 

Five ASC students are in a seminar to 
prepare them for the project. The seminar 
teaches the principles on which the LIDAR 
works—laser physics, atmospheric physics— 
and how to build it."We're hoping Tech stu- 
dents will be able to join us," Bowling said, 
adding half the meetings are at Tech. 

Agnes Scott students are Tiff Troutman 
‘02, Abbey Weith '03, Lauren Davis ‘03, 
Allison Mercer ‘03 and Natasa Pajic ‘04. 

Gary Gimmestad, adjunct professor of 
electrical and computer engineering and in 
Earth and atmospheric sciences at Tech, and 
his research team also are working on the 
LIDAR project. "When I was working on the 
proposal with Art, | asked my branch mem- 
bers who would like to be included in the 
project and they all wanted to be. Some of 
them have little or no teaching experience, 
but they wanted to be part of this project. 
We all still feel that way about it. It's fun, and 
we know we're doing something original and 
really great." 

Bowling, chair of the ASC Department of 
Physics and Astronomy, said he and 
Gimmestad wanted to construct the LIDAR 
to give undergraduate physics students a 
chance to do more research. 

"My team came up with the rough 
design," Gimmestad said. "The detailed 
design will be developed during the course, 
largely by the students. We will fill in any- 
thing that's too advanced for undergraduates.

Street near the old steam plant. The tennis 
complex, designed to NCAA competition 
standards, will include six courts, heavy-duty 
fencing with windscreens and a 50-space park- 
ing lot. 

"We like the idea of students starting a 
lifelong habit of fitness," said Tricia Byers, a 
member of the Steering Committee for Bold 
Aspirations: The Campaign for Agnes Scott 
College.

September 11 Sparks 
Activism on Campus 


he events of September 11, 

the attack on the World 

Trade Center and the 
Pentagon, continue to reverberate 
throughout the nation, and 
nowhere more so than on college 
campuses. But time has shifted 
the focus from comfort and secu- 
rity to a renewed sense of educa- 
tional mission. 

Several days after 9/11, the 
Agnes Scott faculty conducted a 
series of remarkable "teach-ins." 
Recognizing the need to learn 
more about Afghanistan and 
about ULS. policies in the Middle 
East, they divided up topics, did 
their homework and presented a 
series of tightly organized presen- 
tations ranging from the history 
of Afghanistan to the ethics of a 
just war to media rhetoric about 
the Arab world. Students and staff 
flocked to attend, often standing 
in the back of a crowded room. 
Our students responded in kind 
with a "teach-in" of their own, 
creating a forum for civil and 
open discussion about war and 
peace, about Islam and about 
Pakistan's political and economic 
struggle with both Islamic funda- 
mentalism and military gover- 
nance. 

In subsequent months, our 
Islamic students have taken 
responsibility for educating the 
community about Islam, about 
Ramadan and have just finished 
organizing Islamic Awareness 
Week on campus. The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution has called sev- 
eral Agnes Scott faculty for com- 
ment and editorials, recognizing 
both expertise and judicious 
reflection. 

This is a liberal arts college at 
its best: Encouraging in-depth 
learning and dialogue at the same 
time, encouraging responsible 
world citizenship. The deeper, 
long-term effect on our students 
is becoming evident. | joined a 
group of four seniors at a recep- 
tion after a leadership seminar 
recently, and listened to their 


plans. Leslie Mashburn '02 and 
Mary Jennifer Ellison ‘02 had just 
applied to Teach for America, and 
Currey Hitchins ‘02 had complet- 
ed an interview for the Peace 
Corps. Jennifer Williams ‘02 was 
considering combining Agnes 
Scott's Year Five with serving as 
the residential supervisor at a 
local shelter for homeless women. 
While these particular students 
have long been socially-minded, 
decisions about their immediate 
post-college years have every- 
thing to do with wanting to make 
a difference in our world, 

They are not alone. Ellen 
Crozier '02, who has worked in 
the Office of the President since 
her sophomore year, has been 
accepted to Teach for America 
and knows she will spend two 
years teaching in inner-city 
Washington. Jennifer Flinn ‘02 is 
a finalist for a Fulbright 
Sholarship to teach in Korea. Five 
students have applied to the 
Japanese Exchange and Teaching 
program. Everywhere | hear a 
buzz about teaching, about social 
work and about foreign service. 
Everyone else seems to want to 
major in international relations! 

Former ambassador Andrew 
Young recently called on 
American liberal arts colleges to 
renew their leadership in provid- 
ing America's best offense in trou- 
bled, world times.

DISTINGUISHED CAREER: 


HENRIETTA THOMPSON 
WILKINSON ’40 


enrietta Thompson Wilkinson had 

to wait decades to be allowed to 

preach officially what she already 
practiced in the Presbyterian church. 
Although she wanted to attend seminary 
after graduating from Agnes Scott, women 
would not be allowed to serve as pastors in 
the southern branch of the denomination, 
the Presbyterian Church, ULS., until 1965. 
Disheartened but not discouraged, 
Wilkinson sought other outlets to fulfill 
her vocation to the church. 

She went to Richmond to the 
Presbyterian School of Christian 
Education to earn her master's of Christian 
education and then served as the director 
of programming for youth for the Board of 
Christian Education. There she began a 
lifelong tradition of using her background 
as an English major at Agnes Scott to 
organize, write, edit and teach materials 
for Christian education. In 1949, she mar- 
ried a minister and began to raise a family 
of four. Weekdays while her children were 
at school, she wrote Christian curriculum 
materials in a heated, screened-off area in 
her garage. 

Not losing sight of her dream to be 
ordained, Wilkinson was elected elder in 
1960, the first year women were allowed 
to serve as elders. Throughout the ‘60s, 
Wilkinson also became recognized as an 
anti-racism activist. Living in Alabama 
under Gov. George Wallace, she served on 
the interracial 
state council of 
Church Women 
United, working 
with women from 
the Tuskeegee 
Institute to speak 
out against 
Wallace's leader- 
ship and support 
the civil rights movement. 

Wilkinson tells of her journey in a 
chapter titled "Bridges" in Voices of 
Experience: Lifestories of Clergywomen in the 
Presbyterian Church (ULS.A.). From 1949- 
1971, she served on a number of boards— 
John Knox Press, the Presbyterian School 
of Christian Education, the General 
Assembly's Nominating Committee, the 
National Association of Presbyterian and 
Reformed Churches and the National 
Council of Churches—all of which she 
views as bridges that helped her stay on 
the right vocational path. 

"I was too busy to think about the paths 
| had chosen, about the bridges | was 
crossing," she said in the book. "I had an 
abiding sense that | was using my talents 
for our family, for our congregation and 
for the larger church." 

Wilkinson took the plunge in 1981, 
attending Columbia Theological Seminary 
40 years after college graduation. Her life- 
long dream of being ordained as a 
Presbyterian minister came true in 1984. 
From 1984 to 1996, she served at three 
different churches as an associate pastor, 
including North Decatur (Ga.) 
Presbyterian Church, Government Street 
Presbyterian Church in Mobile, Ala., and 
Black Mountain Presbyterian Church in 
Black Mountain, N.C., where she resides. 

Wilkinson is the recipient of numerous 
awards including the Award for 
Outstanding Educator of the Year from the 
American Association of Christian 
Educators, the Outstanding Alumnae 
Award from the Presbyterian School of 
Christian Education and the Award for 
Outstanding Service to Christian 
Education from St. Andrew's College. 

Wilkinson served as president of the 
student body at Agnes Scott, played on 
several varsity teams and was a member of 
Mortar Board. She has two daughters and 
two sons, as well as three grandchildren.

uth Feicht sows the seeds of healing. 

Through her position as president of 

International Brachytherapy Inc., which 
she helped found, she oversees the company’s 
sales and marketing of cancer-fighting "seeds." 

Such seeds are cylindrical titanium 
implants that use localized radiation to target 
cancerous tumors instead of radiating the 
whole body. This therapy, known as 
brachytherapy, has been successful in treat- 
ment of prostate cancer, cancer of the tongue 
and some types of skin lesions. 

Feicht is also a member of the Board of [Bt 
s.a., the Belgium parent company of [Bt Inc. 
"I'm on this career path because | have a 
grudge against cancer. It has hurt some peo- 
ple whom | love, and I'd like to get a little bit 
back from the disease," she said. More than 
40,000 cancer patients opted for brachythera- 
py in 1999 alone. 

"I truly enjoy what I do," she said. "There 
is nothing more fun than getting a doctor to 
try our products and hear that person say that 
our seeds allow them to do things to attack 
the cancer that my competition's seeds don't. 
Obviously, it's fun to beat the competition, 
but it is really fun to provide a better tool to a 
doctor. That's the real kick in this job. | love 
it." 

IBt is merely one of Feicht's commitments. 
Although she left Agnes Scott less than two 
decades ago, her substantial contributions as 
an alumna have begun to make their mark on 
the College. Along with six other students, 
she helped create the Ayse Ilgaz Carden 
Award to honor Ayse Carden, professor of 
psychology. Feicht served as a research assis- 
tant for Carden after graduation, and John 
Carden, Ayse's husband, was a founder of IBt. 

Feicht, though starting out as an English 
major at Agnes Scott, became attracted to the 
psychology department. "When | thought 
about what I really liked about English—ana- 
lyzing things, interpreting what | read and 
writing up a synthesized analysis—I figured 
I'd do more of that kind of stuff in psych. Dr. 
Drucker and Dr. Carden were fantastic teach- 
ers." 

Because she enjoyed such excellent teach- 
ers and received an outstanding liberal arts 
education, Feicht is one of the youngest 
alumnae to have put Agnes Scott in her will. 

"Agnes Scott's given me a whole lot—I 
owe something and always will," she said. 
Rather than writing out a check and letting 
the donation enter the College's fund anony- 
mously, she prefers to give in honor of some- 
one, as with the Ayse Carden Award. Feicht is 
the fund chair for the class of 1986 and serves 
on the Annual Fund Alumnae Committee. 
She has served on the Alumnae Board as net- 
working and career chair and as alumnae 
resources chair. 

She is also active in the Turkish American 
Association. "| go to Turkey every chance | 
get and have taken my niece, Erin Elliot ‘01, 
my dad and my brother-in-law," she said. 

Feicht majored in psychology at Agnes 
Scott and served as president of the Student 
Government Association.

gnes Scott has been a positive force in 
the life of Louise Hill Reaves, and not 


just because she grew up across the 

street on South Candler. A third-generation 
graduate of Agnes Scott, Reaves’ mother, 
grandmother and great-aunt believed the 
College was a great power in their lives and 
an excellent resource for women and the 
community. Reaves’ great-aunt was Louise 
McKinney, who taught English at the 
College and for whom Reaves is named. 

After graduation, Reaves married James 
Brown Reaves, a Presbyterian minister. In 
1979, they moved to Titusville, Fla., where 
she worked as a secretary for McDonnell- 


Douglas, part of a conglomerate on the Cape 


that developed rockets and missiles. When 
her husband was diagnosed with leukemia 
and had to give up his church, the Reaveses 


moved to Stone Mountain. Reaves worked as 


secretary at Emory Law School for one year 


before moving to Sanders & Sizemore, where 


she was employed by two financial consult- 
ants as their office manager. There she 
learned the skills that would later help her 
serve Agnes Scott—investing, working with 
people, organizing her time, writing succinct 
letters and "learning how to learn." She 
retired in 1997. 

As a member of the Board of Trustees 
since 1994, Reaves feels privileged to work 
with a wide range of women and trustees 
whose skills, various career and academic 
directions and strong commitments to the 


College inspire her. In addition to serving on 


the Board, her involvements include fund 
raising for her class and using her experience 
at the financial consulting office to "give" to 
the College in ways other than cash, such as 
stocks and annuities. Reaves has also spent 
much of her adult life contributing to The 
Caroline McKinney Clarke Fund, an Agnes 
Scott scholarship fund established in honor 
of her mother. 

She continues her volunteer work outside 
the College community by teaching 
preschoolers at Sunday school, working 
weekly with Headstart, being a member of 


PRISM (Pride Rising in Stone Mountain) and 


twice serving her church as an elder. 

"While college life has certainly changed 
dramatically in many ways since the class of 
'54, I still experience many of Agnes Scott's 
strongest and most valuable assets," she said. 
"The relationships with caring faculty, who 
were approachable and provided a superior 
quality of educational instruction, the pres- 
ence of a widely diversified, intelligent and 
warm student body; a curriculum which 
moves students into the future with impor- 
tant life skills; the freedom, permission and 
encouragement to question. Agnes Scott 
continues to be a powerful positive force for 
her community and an increasing positive 
force in the community of the world. I'm 
blessed to be continually touched by her." 

Reaves was an English major at Agnes 
Scott. She has two children, including alum- 
na Caroline Reaves Wilson '82, and three

n 1993, Maud Van Dyke Jennings 

became the first woman to be named 

"Man of the Year" in Kerrville, Texas, 
where she has lived for the past 36 
years. As a result, the town renamed the 
award "Citizen of the Year." Kerrville 
has benefited from Jennings’ Agnes 
Scott education because she selflessly 
lives her life according to an adage 
impressed upon her at her first vespers 
service at the College: "To whom much 
has been given, much will be required." 

Jennings considers her most reward- 
ing and beneficial work to be her 
involvement with Kerrville’s Habitat for 
Humanity chapter, which she was 
instrumental in founding. In 1986, while 
running her late husband's retirement 
center, she volunteered at Habitat's 
international headquarters in Americus, 
Ga. Upon returning to Kerrville, popu- 
lation 20,000, she joined two other con- 
cerned citizens to found Habitat’s 
Kerrville affiliate, for which she was 
once president. Since 1989, this affiliate 
has constructed 42 homes with Jennings 
having "served in almost every capaci- 
ty—except perhaps roofing!" she said. 
"It is so grand to be friends with folks 
from all walks of life and share their joy 
at being homeowners." 

In another project that seeks to pro- 
vide low-cost housing for first-time 
homeowners, Jennings spearheads the 
orientation pro- 
gram for the 
locally and state- 
funded Home 
Opportunity 
Advisory Board. 
She was one of 
the committee's 
first members 
and has helped 
achieve its goal 
of securing state funds to orient families 
that are first-time homeowners. 

A supporter of the arts, Jennings vol- 
unteers for the Hill County Arts 
Foundation and the Kerrville Performing 
Arts Society. She has also served on the 
boards of the local hospital and 
Hospice. 

Jennings is very active in education. 
Because of her knowledge of "old-time 
Kerrville," she was asked to be a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees at Schreiner 
University, a growing liberal arts college 
of more than 800 students. She is in her 
10th year at Schreiner and on the 
church relations committee. For 19 
years, Jennings taught English and 
served as department chair at Peterson 
Middle School. Her commitment to 
education has also taken her around the 
world with Global Volunteers to teach 
English as a Second Language in Poland 
and Spain. In addition to tutoring adults 
to read, she served on the board of 
directors of Families and Literacy, an 
agency that works with the court system 
to improve adult reading and parenting 
skills.

She has 
taught Sunday school to children of all 
ages and served three terms as a 
Presbyterian elder, 

Jennings majored in English and psy- 
chology at Agnes Scott and was a mem- 
ber of the Silbouette staff. She has five 
children, including alumna Edith 
Jennings Black '71, and enjoys 13 
grandchildren.

in technology. The gift is in keeping 
with AT&T's interest in higher educa- 
tion and technology. 
© The class of 1952 set a goal of rais- 
ing $100,000 for the Annual Fund in 
honor of its 50th reunion during 
Alumnae Weekend. The class has 
raised $20,236 for the Annual Fund 
and $119,930 for the College overall 
to date. 
® The class of 2002 has raised $1,600 
of its $2,002 goal for its Senior Gift 
Campaign.

LIDAR Project to Examine Atmosphere

It is unique. This is the first time any- 
one has tried to develop a LIDAR as an 
undergraduate research experience." 
Gimmestad's team is made of Dave 
Roberts, Ed Patterson, John Stewart, 
Leanne West and Jack Wood. They 
have been developing LIDARs since 
1986 at the Electro-Optics Laboratory 
at Georgia Tech Research Institute. 
Bowling said experiments are need- 
ed to help understand the nature of 
human-caused climate change and 
global warming. The LIDAR works by 
shooting the laser into the air. A small 
fraction of light is scattered back by 
particles, molecules and cloud droplets 
in the atmosphere. Students will use 
one mirror to catch as much of the 
back-scattered light as possible. The 
mirror has a curved surface so it can 
focus the light that is caught and detect 
that light once it is focused and con- 
centrated to measure and analyze it. 
The object is to get information from 


the back-scattered light. 

"Its not brand new technology," 
Bowling said. "It is a new form in that it 
will be eye safe. We're also under a 
flight pattern and must be doubly care- 
ful for that reason. One mirror will 
spread the light out over a large area. It 
makes it eye safe for pilots and stu- 
dents. That's the novel feature of this— 
eye safe.” 

Agnes Scott and Tech received the 
major research instrumentation grant in 
large part because of their collabora- 
tion. 

"The NSF likes helping more than 
one institute at a time," Bowling said, 
adding Gimmestad's work as co-princi- 
pal investigator on the grant was essen- 
tial. "We wouldn't have gotten this 
grant if | had just proposed it by 
myself, no doubt about it. The NSF 
likes fostering institutional collabora- 
tion. Research works better—the more 
people, the more brains you have 
working together."

‘We Must Renew and Expand Our Struggle 


These remarks are excerpted from a 
speech made Jan. 16 by ULS. Rep. Jobn 
Lewis at the Martin Luther King Jr. 


Convocation 


e gather here today in 

honor of Martin Luther 

King Jr. Almost 34 years 
ago, the moral leader of this 
nation was taken from us by an 
assassin’s bullet. It is difficult for 
me to find the right words to 
express my feelings about Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. He was a 
man | knew personally, and 
regarded as a brother, friend, col- 
league, spiritual leader, a prophet 
my hero, and just a simple human 
being filled with love, peace and 
compassion for all humankind. 

| will never forget my first 

impression of the man, Martin 
Luther King Jr., while being at my 
home in rural Alabama near Troy. | 
was 15 years old and in the 10th 
grade, when | first heard of the 
Montgomery bus boycott and 
Martin Luther King Jr. As a black 
child deep in the heart of rural 
Alabama, | had tasted the bitter 
fruit of racism. As | watched the 
unfolding drama in Montgomery, 
just 50 miles away, the concept of 
nonviolent confrontation with the 
forces of segregation brought a ray 
of hope to me just as it did to 
blacks throughout the nation 


Martin Luther King Jr. spoke to 
the hearts and conscience of all of 
us who believed that nonviolence 
and love offered a more excellent 
way. [his good man, this God- 
fearing man, gave us hope in a 
time of hopelessness. This good 
man, this man of God, this son of 
the South produced light in dark 
places. Martin Luther King had 
the ability to bring the dirt and 
filth from under the American rug 
out of the cracks and corners into 
open light in order for us to deal 
with it 

Martin Luther King Jr., more 
than any other American of the 
20th century, had the power to 
bring people together to do 
good—black and white 
Protestant, Catholics and Jews 
young and old, rich and poor 
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Martin Luther King Jr.'s message 
was love. His weapon was truth. 
His method was creative nonvio- 
lence. His goal was the beloved 
community—a community of jus- 
tice, a community at peace with 
itself. ... 

... Ina sense, he spoke a strange 
language—the philosophy of pas- 
sive resistance to evil and the use 
of nonviolence in the struggle for 
good. In a sense, he was a radical, 
far too advanced in his concepts of 
love and peace for the violent 
times in which he lived.

We must rededicate ourselves 
to the struggle that was his strug- 
gle and continue to seek the goals 
which were his goals. As we are 
assembled here today, we know 
that his dream has not been ful- 
filled. It must be our task to renew 
our commitment to his dream.

Those of us who believe the 
nonviolent method to be effective, 
those of us who believe nonvio- 
lence to be a more creative way 
are saying that the struggle in 
which we are involved is not a 
struggle between people. It is a 
struggle between the forces of 
division and the forces of reconcil- 
iation. It is a struggle between the 
forces of hate and the forces of 
love. 

| strongly believe that means 
and ends are inseparable. If our 
goal is a beloved community of 
peace, love and justice, then our 
tactics cannot include war, hatred 
and bitterness against our fellow 
man. The means by which we 
struggle must be consistent with 
the end we seek

We must ask the question of 
ourselves, "What would Dr. King 
be doing to further his own agen- 
da if he were still alive and facing 
the problems and opportunities of 
the new century?" 

Were Dr. King alive today, he 
would still be a symbol of opti- 
mism, for he knew the value of 
hope. He would have been elated 
to see the effects of the great legal 
victories of the ‘60s—the civil 
rights acts and, particularly, the

progress made under the Voting 
Rights Act. 

But Dr. King would be greatly 
troubled today that the flourish of 
minority political participation in 
the United States has not yet 
resulted in an equally dramatic 
record of effectiveness. Instead of 
going about politics as usual, he 
hoped that minority officials 
would become crusaders for those 
human values, which were the 
essence of the movement he led.

Perhaps Martin Luther King 
Jr's greatest contribution would be 
that of bringing the entire human 
community together in a caring 
and sharing beloved community, 
for it was Martin's greatest 
strength to inspire people to reach 
out and help others

Dr. King is not here now, so we 


must renew and expand our strug- 
gle to achieve a better life for all 
Americans. In a political atmos- 
phere which increases the gap 
between the "haves" and "have- 
nots," we have a mandate—a 
moral obligation—to put the issue 
of meeting human needs at the 
top of the American agenda

The challenge for the new cen- 
tury is to become one people 
First, we need to continue the 
struggle of all minorities to win an 
equal place in our society. We 
must realize that major barriers 
which keep us apart as a people 


are the twin evils of race and class. 
ece 

Beyond the question of race 
and class, we are forced to address 
larger issues—issues which will 
determine the quality of life and 
even whether there will be life on 
this planet. 

In these larger issues, | include 
nuclear energy and nuclear 
weapons, both sides of the same 
coin, the issues of conservation of 
our natural resources and protec- 
tion of the environment of our 
planet; and the issue of world 
peace. | include issues such as 
energy, because if we want clean, 
safe energy, we must make our 
voices heard 

As consumers, we must become 
more responsible, and we must 
realize that the bounty of the 
Earth's resources is not ours to 
hoard, waste or destroy, but to use 
only what we need, to share and 
to preserve 

We must demand sufficient 
food to eliminate famine and 
hunger on a worldwide scale. We 
must overcome the malnutrition of 
those who have plenty to eat, but 
whose food is contaminated with 
chemicals, preservatives, pesti- 
cides, additives and empty calo- 
ries. 

We must stress health care and 
preventive care. As our healthcare 
costs skyrocket, we must take 
responsibility for our own state of 


health and well-being

A Word from the President 


New Science Building 


Heralds Strong Programs 


everal years ago, | was asked 

at an alumnae meeting in 

Washington, D.C., why 
Agnes Scott did not “give up on 
the sciences, turn them over to 
Emory and concentrate on the 
humanities.” The questioner was 
not an alumna and may not have 
been entirely serious, but | have 
never forgotten the question. We 
tend to take for granted the inclu- 
sion of the sciences in the liberal 
arts. After all, astronomy and 
mathematics were among the 
original seven artes liberales. All col- 
leges require at least some science. 
And, we often take pains today to 
make sure everyone gets the 
point: the liberal arts and sci- 
ences. But, as president of Agnes 
Scott College, I have learned just 
how demanding, expensive and, 
yes, exciting it is to support a first- 
rate program for women in the 
basic sciences. 


Never has it been more impor- 
tant to integrate the sciences into 
a broad liberal arts curriculum and 
to see and feel that integration— 
for faculty and students alike. 
Never has it been more important 
for women to be scientifically lit- 
erate. Many issues of this century 
are ones in which you cannot sep- 
arate science from ethics or public 
policy—beginning with genetics. 

When | was an Agnes Scott stu- 
dent, we were exposed to C.P. 
Snow's The Two Cultures, and to 
Jacob Brownowski's Science and 
Human Values. Themes from those 
books resonate even more today: 
All liberal arts graduates must 
learn to be confident about their 
ability to engage across disciplines 
and to participate in scientific 
debates that affect their lives. 


We are making sure our new 
$36.5 million science building will 
provide a setting in which stu- 
dents will gain the confidence and 
scientific knowledge to do this. 
My husband, George, and | have 
watched the building process from 
our back yard for more than a 
year: the gutting of the tennis 
courts (being rebuilt near the soc- 
cer field), the digging of a vast 
hole, the emerging of steel girders 
and the laying of bricks, one by 
one. Now a four-story, 110,000- 
square-foot building has taken 
shape—a building nearly twice 
the size of our expanded and ren- 
ovated McCain Library. It is called 
an “integrated” science building, 
housing psychology, physics, 
chemistry and biology. It is inte- 
grated because there are many 
shared spaces, student/faculty 
research laboratories, informal stu-

dent study spaces and a marvelous 
three-story atrium linking two 
wings and all floors. Seeing the 
building alone will be worth a trip 
to Atlanta in January when it 
opens. 

When asked why Campbell Hall 
wasn't good enough, Harry 
Wistrand, professor of biology, 
responded that DNA, molecular 
biology and many modern scien- 
tific practices had not been dis- 
covered when Campbell was built 
50 years ago. The truly com- 
pelling reason is science is taught 
differently than when we were 
students. Much more is expected. 
Undergraduate research is the 
name of the game, and this is 
something in which Agnes Scott 
can excel. Hands-on, problem- 
solving experiments transform the 
student experience and encourage 
rigorous and independent think- 
ing. 

We have made the curricular 
changes required for this new sci- 
ence and our new building will 
enable us to implement them. 
This facility will provide our stu- 
dents with unequalled laboratory 
access and unparalleled opportuni- 
ty for collaborative research with 
senior faculty. It will also enable 
faculty members to engage in 
their own research. This is essen- 
tial to keeping them abreast of 
their fields and broadly engaged 
in the complex scientific and tech- 
nological issues of this century. 

Agnes Scott College is on the 
verge of having one of the 
strongest undergraduate science 
programs for women in the coun- 
try. To this we add something 
some research institutions do 
not—the conscience of the liberal 
arts. This is, of course, very 
expensive, and frankly, we need 
your help to pay for it. And, no, 
we will not turn the sciences over 
to Emory on my watch. For 
undergraduate women, we do it 
better.

remember Madelaine 

Dunseith Alston '28, the 

wife of former Agnes 
Scott College President Wallace 
M. Alston. She died March 5 in 
Princeton, N.J. Mrs. Alston was 95 
years old. 

“She was a fun person. She loved 
being with people,” said Bertie 
Bond ‘53, Dr. Alston's administra- 
tive assistant. “She loved students 
more than anybody. They had lots 
of students and faculty in their 
house. She said she ‘never wanted a 
student to graduate without being 
in the president’ house.’ 

“She presided over the president's 
house with grace and apparent 
ease,” said the Rev. Julia Gary, for- 
mer dean of the college and profes- 
sor of chemistry emerita, during 
the Decatur memorial service for 
Mrs. Alston. “Though she 
did not one bit enjoy 
work in the kitchen, she 
was completely at home 
when all the sophomores 
and their families came 
for a magnificent recep- 
tion at the president's 
home during Sophomore 
Parents’ Weekend, 
catered, of course, by her 
favorite Buckhead cater- 
er. 

While Mrs. Alston preferred not 
to cook, she opened her kitchen on 
Sundays for students to visit and 
make peanut butter sandwiches, 
Gary said. “Mrs. Alston was very 
adaptable.” 

The Alstons were there for stu- 
dents, Bond said. “If students had 
troubles at home, boyfriend trou- 
bles, they went to the president's 
house. It was a place of comfort.” 

“We remember her as the epito- 
me of a college president's wife—a 
gracious, welcoming, kind presence 
on campus,” said Betty Derrick '68, 
special assistant to the dean of stu- 
dents. “She was a lovely person, 
who personified the personal touch 
of Agnes Scott made so famous by 
Dr. Alston, who knew each stu- 
dent's name and never forgot your 
birthday!” 

President Mary Brown Bullock '66 
remembers her as “a warm and gra- 
cious lady, who, like her husband, 
knew and remembered students.” 

The Alstons served Agnes Scott

from 1948 to 1973. He came to 
the College in 1948 as vice presi- 
dent and became president in 
1951. During their 25-year tenure, 
they entertained distinguished 
guests including U.S. Sen. William 
Fulbright, writer Catherine Wood 
Marshall LeSourd '36 and poet 
Robert Frost. 

“They felt strongly that these 
people came for the students,” 
Gary said. “They made time for 
these people to meet with stu- 
dents—often in the Alston's home. 
... Their home was often open to 
this type of thing.” 

After Alston retired from Agnes 
Scott, they moved to their week- 
end retreat at Norris Lake. The 
Alstons would invite Bond, Gary 
and others to “hymn sings.” Mrs. 
Alston would play the piano, and 
Alston would lead the singing. 

“She was accomplished, 
in the sense of enjoying it 
herself,” Gary said, adding 
Mrs. Alston kept her 
grand piano when she 
moved to a retirement 
center after Dr. Alston's 
death in 1987. “She would 
play for groups when 
needed and was equally at 
home playing hymns.” 

Mrs. Alston left Agnes 
Scott after her sophomore year to 
study at the Atlanta Conservatory 
of Music. During her sophomore 
year, she met Alston at a dance 
with Emory University students. 
They married six years later. 

“They complemented one anoth- 
er just beautifully,” Gary said. “One 
night, The Hub burned after bed- 
time. There was Dr. Alston out 
there in his dark suit, white shirt 
and tie dealing with the fire. Mrs. 
Alston was different—more easy, 
relaxing.” 

Mrs. Alston is survived by her 
son, Wallace M. Alston Jr. of 
Princeton, NJ., her daughter, Mary 
Leslie, and grandchildren, 
Elizabeth Rust of Atlanta, 
Charlotte Legg of Harrington Park, 
NJ., Wallace M. Alston III and 
Madelaine Alston of New York, 
and great-grandchildren, Cassie 
and Charlie Legg. Memorials may 
be made to the Wallace M. Alston 
Scholarship Fund at Agnes Scott 
College.

Durdin ‘30, Longtime ‘N.Y. Times’ Correspondent, Dies 


argaret “Peggy” Armstrong Durdin 
Me: reporter on Asia, died Feb. 12 at 

age 92. A freelance reporter for The 
New York Times Magazine, Life, Look, Reader's 
Digest, The Saturday Evening Post and The 
Saturday Review, Durdin began writing in 1938 
after marrying F. Tillman Durdin, a longtime 
New York Times foreign correspondent. 

Born in China to Presbyterian missionary 
parents, she went to the Shanghai American 
School before coming to Agnes Scott, where 
she was elected to Phi Beta Kappa and served 
as president of the College's YWCA chapter. 
She was also a member of Pi Alpha Phi and 
the A.S. Club and played on the senior-junior 
hockey, basketball and baseball teams. 

Durdin wrote about almost every Asian 
country during her 40-year career, often cov- 
ering areas rarely pursued by women. Her 
early career included a job based in New 


Delhi as the India-Burma correspondent for 
Time. In the 1950s, she profiled Ramon 
Magsaysay, the president of the Philippines, 
and Ho Chi Minh. Datelines from her dis- 
patches in the ‘60s and ‘70s included 
Afghanistan, Burma, Cambodia, Hong Kong, 
Japan, Laos, Pakistan, Thailand and Tonga. 

The poem in the 1930 Silhouette that accom- 
panies her senior picture reads: 

“Resourceful is dear Peggy Lou, 
She always knows ‘just what to do,’ 
But ob my good gracious! 
How very loquacious! 

But delightfully so, it is true.” 

After graduating with a bachelor's in 
English, Durdin returned to the American 
School in Shanghai, which was occupied by 
the Japanese, to serve as the English depart- 
ment chair until her marriage. She and her 
husband then moved to the Chinese wartime 


capital, Chungking, where their first house 
was bombed. Durdin worked in Australian 
and American Red Cross hostels during 
World War II while her husband covered 
Guadalcanal and New Guinea. She also 
served as a political adviser to U.S. Army 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell from 1943 to 1945. 

Durdin became active in China watching 
after the war and was the co-editor in 1958 
of The Atlantic magazine's special edition on 
communist China. She also wrote a booklet 
on China for the Foreign Policy Association. 

In the 1970s, the Durdins returned to the 
United States, where they were longtime 
residents of San Diego. Mr. Durdin died in 
1998. Durdin is survived by her brother, 
Oscar V. Armstrong of Mitchellville, Md., 
and adopted son Edward Chen of Hong 
Kong.

ive alumnae “making a difference” 

shared their experiences working 

for social justice at the annual 

Agnes Scott College Alumnae 
Symposium. Isa Williams, director of the 
Atlanta Semester: Women, Leadership 
and Social Change, moderated the 
Alumnae Weekend program. 

Williams asked each panelist to share 
her “moment of epiphany’—the moment 
when she wanted to dedicate her life to 
social justice. She also asked for a per- 
sonal definition of social justice. 

“| was just a regular person who got 
involved in juvenile justice,” said Ethel 
Ware Gilbert Carter ‘68, who serves on 
the board of Court Appointed Special 
Advocates, an organization that trains 
and supervises volunteers to represent 
juveniles in deprivation proceedings in 
juvenile court. “We just keep looking at 
that one little person, but we are about 
social change.” 

Constance Curry '55, author and 
activist, described her experience as a 
civil rights activist and her path to social 
justice. During her sophomore year, 
Curry organized a meeting of the 
National Student Association at the 
Lucky Street YMCA. 

“T never will forget when lunchtime 
came and my friends from Morehouse 
[College] went down the street, while 
the rest of us, the white people, went the 
other way,” Curry said. “That's when | 
realized personally, cognitively and emo- 
tionally for the first time that I, too, was 
bound by an invisible chain. So my defi- 
nition of social justice has been a very 
personal one since that moment of 
epiphany in 1953.” 

Panelist Deirdre LaPin '67, social devel- 
opment manager of Shell Petroleum 
Development Company, said social jus- 
tice must come from economic justice. 
LaPin, whose job is based in Oman, 
helps Shell partner with communities, 
organizations, foundations, donors and 
the government to use Shell resources as 
a catalyst for development. 

Two Woodruff Scholars took part in 
the symposium as panelists.

have the audacity to think you can be a part 
of creating it, that is an incredible demonstra- 
tion of strength,” Cole said. “Dreaming of and 
working for a world filled with peace, with 
justice is much harder than simply giving in 
to pessimism and apathy.” 

At the College's 113th commencement 
ceremony, 182 graduates received their 
baccalaureate degrees, and six were awarded 
master’s in Teaching Secondary English 

The 2002 class included graduates from 
seven countries and 29 states. About 40 per- 
cent of the class participated in study abroad 
while earning their degree 
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Post-college plans include service with 
Teach for America, teaching in Georgia pub- 
lic schools, Birmingham Healthcare for the 
Homeless, the Federal Reserve Bank and 
teaching in South Korea under a Fulbright- 
sponsored program.

giving, and we're showing 
improvement, but still not 
where we ought to be.” 

“| think we're in a situation 
where we have done the things 
we might characterize as obvi- 
ous—we have built a wonderful 
new student center and reno- 
vated the library, we have a ter- 
rific president with a strong 
support staff, we have a dedi- 
cated faculty and engaged stu- 
dents, but we need to do bet- 
ter,” King said. “We need to 
increase gifts to the college, and 
we need to increase the number 
of academically qualified stu- 
dents who apply to the College 
as well as the numbers who do 
not necessarily require scholar- 
ship assistance. 

“One strategy for excellence 
might be to focus on an aca- 
demic area in which Agnes 
Scott is known as the best place 
to study for someone wanting 
to learn about that particular 
subject,” said King, who first 
served as a trustee from 1977 to 
1993. She was re-elected to the 
Board in 1995. “Perhaps a good 
candidate for us would be in the 
natural sciences because of the 
new facilities. In the most basic 
sense, the Board needs to 
ensure that the necessary build- 
ings and money are in place 
and then get out of the way of 
the faculty and students.” 

Little, retired president of 
Meredith Corp. Publishing 
Group, agreed with King ona 
shifting of the board's focus 
from campus buildings to 
increasing academic excellence. 

"| think that allows a tight 
focus for this next period for 
several years," said Little, a 
trustee since 1996. “We've got 
to make sure that we're increas- 
ing academic excellence sub- 
stantially year over year and 
that we have the money to 
make that possible.” 

In addition to new leader- 
ship, Lawrence L. 
Gellerstedt Ill and Anne 
Jones Fears '79 will join the 
Board. Gellerstedt's election 
continues a family history 
of service to Agnes Scott. 
His grandfather, father, 
mother and sister all served 
on the Board. Gellerstedt is 
the president and COO of The 
Integral Group, a holding com- 
pany with subsidiaries specializ- 
ing in real estate development 
and construction management. 

Fears, outgoing Alumane

Parker '85 Organizes 
2002 Olympic Relay 


fter having participated in almost every facet 
Ae the Olympics, Jennifer Gazzola Parker 
'85 declares being a spectator the best gig. 

“The Olympic Creed says it is not winning or 
losing that is important, but to take part,” she said. 
"The essential thing is not to have conquered but 
to have fought well.’ | like to watch people aspire 
to that goal. | love the underdog.” 

As senior vice president and director of integrat- 
ed marketing for Manning, Selvage & Lee, an 
Atlanta public relations firm, Parker organized 
Chevrolet's Torch Relay for the 2002 Winter 
Games in Salt Lake City. She also conducted a 
small program during the Games for Chevy. 

Chevy selected Americans with inspirational sto- 
ries to carry the torch, starting Dec. 4 in Atlanta 
and ending Feb. 8 in Salt Lake City when it was 
taken into the Olympic Stadium to light the caul- 
dron. “You were humbled every single day by their 
stories,” she said. 

“Everyone was so eager to come out and cele- 
brate the Olympic spirit," Parker said of her torch 
odyssey. “It was very moving—seeing what's best 
about America, what it means to be a part of this 
country.” 

She traveled 40 of the 65-day journey to Salt 
Lake. Parker was in San Francisco for her birthday 
and New York City for Christmas. Other cities 
included Detroit, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Washington, D.C., Baltimore and Reno, Nev. “I 
was with the flame when it went across the Golden 
Gate Bridge,” she said. “That was really cool. 

“America is a remarkably beautiful country. Every 
place you went, you saw something that was spec- 
tacular,” Parker said. “It's hard to narrow it down to 
one city. People were wonderful. They greeted us 
with enthusiasm. It made the trip more extraordi- 
nary.” 

Washington, D.C., was a favorite because of the 
torchbearers. One was an FBI agent who lost a 
cousin, a policeman, in the World Trade Center 
attack. Another was a Holocaust survivor who 
represented the Holocaust Museum. 

“Martin Weiss, the Holocaust survivor, was run- 
ning so fast it was hard to believe he is in his late 
80s, early 90s,” Parker said. “It was a special 
moment to be a part of, to share with his family. 

"Katharine Kennedy crossed my mind so many 
times that day,” Parker said of her Agnes Scott pro- 
fessor who inspired Parker through her history 
classes. “Everyone had one thing they felt strongly 
about. | felt strongly about including a Holocaust 
survivor in the relay. The sense of being in 
Washington, it really started with her class. She 
made a big impact on me.” 

Parker actually carried the torch in the relay Feb. 
8, the day it arrived in Salt Lake City. “No one 
does what we did by herself,” she said, crediting 
her team and her husband, Todd, who helped in 
Salt Lake. “It's not possible.” 

A participant in six Olympics, Parker was on the 
organizing committee for Atlanta in 1996. She was 
on staff for the Lillehammer Games in 1994 and 
was a consultant for Sydney in 2000.

or the first time, “inspirational pairs” 

were chosen to carry the Olympic 

torch in the Winter Games relay. 

Susan Pittman '93 and her husband, 
Ross Gosse, were among them. 

"| basically nominated Ross for his self- 
less attitude in giving up his career for us 
to move for me to become a physician in 
an underserved community,” Pittman said. 
“| never dreamed I would be asked to 
carry the torch too.” 

Pittman met Ross while she 
was in family practice resi- 
dency at the Ball Family 
Residency Program in 
Muncie, Ind. He was a jour- 
nalism graduate student at 
Ball State University. They 
continued dating when he 
moved to Cleveland as a 
graphics reporter for the Plain 
Dealer. They were engaged when Pittman 
was offered a job at Belwood Medical 
Center, a small rural clinic in North 
Carolina. 

“Ross decided he would move down 
here with me even though he did not 
have a job. He also knew that the nearest 
large paper was not hiring, but he decided 
my career was more important,” she said, 
adding her husband is now an editorial 
cartoonist. 

More than 210,000 nominations were 
received by Coca-Cola and Chevrolet, 
the major relay sponsors. Only 7,000 
were selected. They were notified in July 
of their selection and told they could only 
tell their immediate family until the offi- 
cial announcement. The original date 
was Sept. 12, but after Sept. 11, the 
announcement was postponed until later 
that month. 

“After the national tragedy, both my

board of trustees to sit down and write a col- 
lege’s future,” Gladden said. “If you try to do 
that, you will end up with something that 
doesn't have a purpose or is rather unsophis- 
ticated in terms of where the College ought 
to be because boards, by definition, are out- 
siders.” 

Given the situation, the trustees worked to 
create a forum for discussion among all cam- 
pus constituencies to get them to establish a 


set of values and objectives. “An institution 
has got to come from within,” Gladden said. 
“It cannot be directed from outside.” 

Agnes Scott was in a position where it had 
to make changes, he said, adding there was 
no way the College could continue going in 
so many directions. 

“It managed to do that in a way that pre- 
served the traditional values of the school, 
but nevertheless focused on who it is and 
what it can do and what it should do,” 
Gladden said of the redefinition of the 


country in the Olympic Torch Relay,” 
Pittman said. The couple traveled to 
Cleveland to carry the torch because Ross 
lived there when nominated. “We were 
thrilled to be picked, so we would have 
gone anywhere that they asked us to go!” 

The ninth and 10th bearers, Pittman 
and Ross woke early Jan. 2 to carry the 
torch. They watched the first torch being 
lit from the lantern where it rested 
overnight and rode on a bus with 15 
other bearers to the site 
where they would carry the 
torch. Three bearers were 
former Olympians. 

Pittman carried the torch 
for two-tenths of a mile to 
her husband and passed the 
flame to his torch. “I felt so 
proud and honored as | car- 
ried the torch. | also felt a 
great deal of responsibility as well, 
because they told us, ‘When you carry the 
torch this morning, you will be the only 
person on the planet who has control of 
the Olympic flame.’ No pressure!” she 
said. The couple bought the torches they 
carried and placed them together on their 
bookcase. 

Pittman and Ross stopped in Akron, 
Ohio, on their way home to be spectators 
as the flame was carried there. “My hus- 
band and I compared experiences and 
relived the excitement all day," she said. “I 
actually got a little choked up at the 
Opening Ceremonies when the flame was 
brought into the stadium and the caul- 
dron was lit. | felt like | was a part of that 
too somehow.” 

The Pittmans are expecting their first 
child Sept. 20. Pittman majored in biolo- 
gy at Agnes Scott and graduated from 
East Carolina University School of 
Medicine in 1998.

College. “And so, it literally reinvented itself. 
It did not invent a new school. It did not try 
to be something it wasn't.

McKee ‘48 
Honors Dad 
With Portrait 


ll e really loved being at Agnes 

H Scott,” Adele Dieckmann 

McKee '48 said of her father, 

Christian William Dieckmann, professor 
of music at the College from 1905 to 
1950. She donated his portrait for the 
Dieckmann Conference Room in Agnes 
Scott Hall in honor of the man who 
chaired the music department and com- 
posed the College hymn, “God of the 
Marching Centuries.” 

“My dad taught all the organ students, of 
whom there were sometimes 15 or so,” 
McKee said. “He taught a big group of 
piano students, two levels of music theory 
and a music appreciation and history class. 
He played chapel every day too.” Her 
father was also the organist for the 
Lutheran Church of the Redeemer in 
Atlanta. “He taught from 8:30 to 6 many 
days, with just a half-hour off for lunch. It 
was just one student after another. They 
replaced him with three people when he 
left,” she said. 

McKee remembers performing a yearly 
ritual with her father in Main, where the 
Dieckmann Room was used for all musical 
pursuits before Presser Hall was built. 
Before each summer, she and her father 
would carry tin can lids and mothballs up 
to the fourth floor, where the piano prac- 
tice rooms were. “It was hotter than 
blitzen up there,” she said. "He would 
open up the fronts of the pianos and we'd 
set a lid on each one with a mothball on 
top. We'd close the pianos, pull down the 
shades and kiss them goodbye for the 
summer.” 

Dieckmann was responsible for the 
music major at Agnes Scott. He tried 
unsuccessfully three times because the fac- 
ulty insisted music instruction was profes- 
sional training and did not belong in a lib- 
eral arts curriculum. But in McKee's senior 
year, the major was approved. 

“All of a sudden, | could major in music,” 
said McKee, who studied organ with her 
father in addition to her Latin major. She 
completed a double major in Latin and 
music and followed in her father's foot- 
steps with a career in music. 

“I'm retired, but I've made a whole career 
of it," she said. After receiving a master's in 
Latin from Wellesley College and study- 
ing organ there, McKee was the organist 
for Trinity Presbyterian in Atlanta for 
about 30 years. She also did several 
interims before playing at St. Luke's 
Presbyterian in Dunwoody for five years. 

McKee, whose mother was also an 
alumna and later assisted in the English 
department, remembers growing up close 
to the College. “My parents’ first home,” 
McKee said, “was the little cottage down 
under the magnolia trees toward the 
depot, which | guess was finally torn 
down in the '50s.” Her parents moved in 
1922 and built a house off Clairemont 
Avenue, where McKee grew up. McKee 
still lives close to the College. 

Dieckmann’s legacy is not only apparent 
through his musical contributions. He also 
planted the magnolia trees lining Milton 
Candler Drive, the Main Loop. “He and 
Dr. Armistead used to walk down Candler 
Street—you didn't have to walk very far 
till you were in the woods,” McKee said. 
“There were farms out there, and he 
would just dig tiny magnolia trees up with 
his pocket knife and bring them back to 
plant on the campus.” 

Although her father was busy, he loved 
being a part of the College. “And I don't 
have any feeling of his schedule being so 
heavy that he wouldn't have time for me,” 
McKee says. “Anytime I wanted some- 
thing, he was there for me. | guess he 
stayed up late at night after I folded up to 
get his work done. He enjoyed Agnes 
Scott and the people here very much.”

To Answer 


Call to Teach 


| {| ¥ thought it was a long shot, but 
| applied anyway,” Jameda 
Hugh ‘03 said of the Gates 

Millennium Scholars program. 

“| applied in February of my sopho- 
more year and was notified in August 
that | had won, and | kind of went 
into shock mode," Hugh said. 

More than 62,000 minority students 
were nominated in 2000, from that 
4,052 grants were made to African- 
American, American Indian, Alaska 
Native, Asian Pacific American and 
Hispanic American students. 

The Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation was formed in 1999 to 
help students complete undergradu- 
ate, master’s and doctoral degrees, 
especially in disciplines in which their 
ethnic and racial groups are under- 
represented—mathematics, science, 
engineering, education and library 
science. 

The Gates Millennium Scholars 
program pays full undergraduate 
tuition, room and board and provides 
a stipend. “It's free money, and it's a 
blessing that many people could use. 
I'm very aware of that,” Hugh said. 

Although undergraduate recipients 
may major in any discipline, only 
those who plan to study mathemat- 
ics, science, engineering, education or 
library science retain scholarships for 
graduate school. “They're trying to 
recycle their scholars,” she said, “to 
work in technology and education 
fields, and | can respect that.” Hugh 
plans to extend her scholarship and 
earn a master's in education. 

“| believe my divine 
calling is to teach. | 
believe that's what 
I've been called to 
do," Hugh said. “A 
part of me wants to 
get a taste of the cor- 
porate world just to q 
see that | didn’t want - 
to be there. | refuse Hugh 
to sit in a cubicle all day long. The 
pay may be good, but I'm not doing 
anything to help anybody else. | 
couldn't live with myself if | did that.” 

Hugh turned down a job at Coca- 
Cola last summer to work with chil- 
dren in her hometown, Barnesville, 
Ga. “I felt like that was my last time 
to really be one on one with kids and 
people in my community, and | feel 
like it paid off. | can see my influence 
somewhere and that makes all the 
difference to me,” she said. 

This summer Hugh will continue 
her fellowship at the Atlanta History 
Center, which includes weekly three- 
hour training seminars. She was one 
of six students in the Atlanta area to 
receive a fellowship. “We're in it 
because we're trying to gain more 
experience and more recognition in a 
field where minorities have tended to 
be misunderstood,” she said. “You 
have many people of all colors, races, 
religions, ethnicities—they go into 
museums and don't feel like they 
belong.” The fellowships become 
internships in August, and each stu- 
dent selects a summer project. Hugh 
hopes to work in marketing or educa- 
tion. 

A political science and history dou- 
ble major, Hugh serves as president 
of Honor Court and the National 
Society of Collegiate Scholars at 
Agnes Scott. She also plays center 
field on the softball team and sings 
with Joyful Noise. 

“Sometimes | feel like a rubber band 
at Agnes Scott—because I'm pulled 
in 5,000 different directions. But | 
know that it'll pay off,” she said.

extended to them as foreign 
visitors, the well behaved 
and respectful Ghanaian 
children, the daily nature of 
religious practice in many 
of the families and the 
warmth of their host fami- 
lies," Lund said, adding the 
students were doing 
research for their individual 
projects, which were pre- 
sented during Spring 
Annual Research 
Conference in April. 

“We're there to make sure 
everything works,” Scott, a 
former Fulbright scholar, 
said of the trip.

“You see more than 
you hear. It leaves an 
impression on you.

“You walk into a dungeon where people 
were kept to be enslaved,” said Scott, who 
teaches a course on South African politics.

The slave castle trip was one of a few excur- 
sions the two shared with 17 Agnes Scott stu- 
dents. One excursion included a dance work- 
shop by three female scholars from the 
Institute of African Studies at the University 
of Ghana. The scholars tried to teach the 
ASC group dances. More laughter ensued as 
the photographs were rummaged through. 
“This was a flexible, accommodating group,” 
Scott said of her and Johnson's third trip to 
Ghana. “It was a great group. The students 
lived with families. They went to weddings 


and market with them. They were able to par- 


take of cultural events, so in a sense they are 
more expert than | am." 

Jennifer Lund, director of international edu- 
cation, said the Ghana trip was a tremendous 
success. “Several students have come to the 
Office of International Education to pursue 
further studies in Ghana. 

“Observations by the students included a 
profound impact on the level of hospitality 


the first half of the 2oth century 
and the Race, Nation and 
Identity project. 


There was a transformation 
taking place with the edu- 
cational system and the 
economy. 

“They are still coming to 
terms with what happened, but are moving 
on,” Scott said. “They are still talking about 
them [reparations]. What do you do next? 
They are moving on, but are trying to address 
the past in a way that does justice.” 

While students were with host families, 
Johnson worked on her book about the histo- 
ry of West Indian immigrants in Boston in the 
first half of the 20th century. The book grew 
out of her dissertation done 10 years ago. 

Johnson is also working with a group of 
international and national scholars on a proj- 
ect called Race, Nation and Identity. Johnson 
is focusing on Jamaicans in the United States 
and how they influence the notions and per- 
ceptions of nation and identity in their home- 
land. 

“Jamaicans here are racialized because of 
their blackness in the United States,” Johnson 
said, adding the scholarly group hopes to pub- 
lish an anthology of essays. “I'm looking at 
how they impact Jamaica's nonracial identity. 

“That's the aspect of my work that I really 
like—the interaction with people from other 
institutions and the dialogue that comes across 
institutions,” she said. “It's a big aspect of 
scholarly life.” —Wendy Cromuell

any an alumna has recognized another's 

ring across an airport or in a distant city 

and found an instant friend regardless of 

age or graduation year. A link to the past 
and future, the Agnes Scott College ring symbolizes 
that bond. To honor this bond, the class of 1996 estab- 
lished a fund to provide a ring to a sophomore as its gift 
to the College. 

“When youre out, you easily feel connected with an 
alumna when you recognize her ring,” said Alvanita 
Hope Negron, president of the class of 1996. “It is also 
a bond—knowing that person went through the same 
journey you did. She walked the same grounds at 
Agnes Scott. Our ring is much more than a piece of 
jewelry. It is a link to those who are similar to us and 
who understand and value knowledge, friendship and 
deep, deep ties.” 

Although unsure she should apply for the new schol- 
arship, recipient Ashley Lorraine Brady ‘04, submitted 
her application and essay an hour before the deadline 
because her parents “have always been the type that if 
there is an opportunity there, take it—they encouraged 
me to seize it.” 

The opportunity was the class of 1996's gift. “We [the 
committee and 1996 class] all enjoyed the tradition of 
having an Agnes Scott ring, and we didn't want finan- 
cial nor any other reason to be an obstacle to having a 
ring,” Negron said of her class's decision to buy a ring 
for a sophomore who best exemplified the Agnes Scott 
woman. 

“Ashley seemed to do that. She seemed really 
involved with the Senate. Her essay was well written, as 
well,” Negron said. “We wanted the person to be 
involved in Agnes Scott traditions, to volunteer, to con- 
tribute to the spirit of Agnes Scott.” 

Because the class wanted to let the winner know 
before rings were ordered in the fall, the class had stu- 
dents fill out an application and write an essay answer- 
ing four questions: “What made you choose Agnes 
Scott as your institution of higher learning? What has 
been your most memorable experience at Agnes Scott? 
What is unique about an Agnes Scott education? and 
Why do you want an ASC ring—what does it repre- 
sent for you?” 

A committee, made of Negron; Ansley Hammond ‘96, 
class vice president; Betty Derrick ‘68, special assistant 
to the vice president for student life and community 
relations; Sandra Bowden, professor of biology; 
Catherine McGraw, associate dean of students; and D. 
McCall “Mac” Pitts, director of residence life, selected 
the winner. 

“It was very difficult to select,” Pitts said. “I was 
impressed with the essays—each one merited winning. 


We wanted someone involved. Ashley is thus far. She 
was the essence of what we were looking for and what 
we traditionally think of as an Agnes Scott woman.” 

Brady has always been involved, but has taken on 
more leadership duties since coming to the College. “I 
probably didn't think | was capable before, but running 
for Senate showed me I could. From there it just sort of 
bloomed,” she said. 

Brady is also president of Women in Business, treasur- 
er of Publius and parliamentarian/historian of Witkaze. 
She serves in the Model United Nations and is a mem- 
ber of the National Society of Collegiate Scholars. 
Brady is in Circle K and the Collegiate 100, the college 
division of the 100 Black Men of Atlanta Inc. She serves 
as a tutor and mentor for Project Success Kids, a pro- 
gram of the 100 Black Men. A Dana Scholar, Brady is 
on the Dean’ List and will be a 2002 Institute for 
International Public Policy Fellow, a four-year program 
through the United Negro College Fund Special 
Programs Corporation. 

“Ever since I've been on campus, everyone has always 
made the ring and ceremony so important,” Brady said, 
adding 12 people came to help her celebrate during 
Sophomore Family Weekend. “To be able to receive it 
[the class of '96 gift] is icing on the cake." 

Brady found out she received the ring gift through 
voice mail, e-mail and a letter. The award was 
announced to the College through campus e-mail. 
“People would randomly congratulate me on campus,” 
Brady said. “People were stopping me and saying ‘so 
glad you won it. 

“Upperclassmen were stopping me saying they wished 
they [the class of 1996] had offered the ring when they 
were sophomores so they could have applied,” Brady 
said, adding more students probably will apply next 
year. 

“It was the first time,” Brady said. “I don't think people 
realized the honor. | foresee it becoming a big honor.” 

The class of 1996 would like to make the gift each 
year. Negron said the goal was to one day have a 
plaque listing the award winners in Alston Campus 
Center. She said the class also would like to start giving 
more than one ring each year. 

“Our research showed we could only give one this 
time,” Negron said, adding anyone may contribute to 
“The Class of 1996 Ring Fund" by designating a check 
written out to Agnes Scott College. “Hopefully, we'll be 
able to give at least two or three each year in the 
future.” 

“It's a very giving way to allow someone in the class to 
be recognized for significance to the campus,” Pitts said 
of the gift, which was presented at the ring ceremony 
during Sophomore Family Weekend. —Wendy Cromwell

s an upperclassman in high school, nar- 
Awe down my college choices was 

perhaps one of the hardest decisions | 
have had to make. By senior year, | had nar- 
rowed down my choices to Spelman College 
and Agnes Scott College, based on merit, aca- 
demics and overall reputation.

confess | was a little surprised, 
as well as pleased, when 
Rhiannon [O'Connor '04] 
extended the invitation to 
speak, so | asked her why your 
class had asked me. She said it 
was because she had heard | told 
good stories about Agnes 
Scott. ... 
| imagine Rhiannon may have 
been referring to stories of pranks 
and jokes that we played on each 
other and the College when | was 
here. Stories like: The time a 
friend had a date on Friday night 
and none of the rest of us did, so 
we were left behind with idle 
time on our hands (we didn’t have 
cars until junior year). We decid- 
ed to move her entire room out 
on the quad—bed, dresser, study 
desk, even hung a picture on one 
of the trees—and left her to dis- 
cover it all. She showed us! When 
she came back on campus, she 
just climbed into her bed and 
spent the spring night under the 
stars. She told the public safety 
officer, who discovered her in the 
middle of the night, that this 
must be where she was supposed 
to sleep, for that was where her 
bed was! Another time we spent a 
day checking out an entire floor 
of the library stacks in such a way 
that it was not discovered until 
the librarian closed the building 
for the evening. The librarian 
almost had an apoplectic fit 
thinking some very erudite and 
intellectual burglars were afoot. 
The dean of the college knew 
better and immediately fingered 
us. (Now, I hasten to tell you that these 
pranks are all copyrighted and cannot be 
repeated. You must think of your own.) 
However, Rhiannon’s comment 
about good stories started me 
thinking. In fact I do, | believe, 
have good stories about Agnes 
Scott. They illustrate for me what 
the Agnes Scott ring and the 
College mean to me. When | 
look at the ring, I think of friend- 
ships (many now nearly 40 years

in duration) formed here amid 
laughter, shared experiences, 
studying for tests, exploring new 
ideas, working in student govern- 
ment and singing College songs 
together. Friendships started 
through that magical process of 
being roommates or living on the 
same hall or being in the same 
class. These are still my closest 
friends and the ones | continue to 
see, with whom | travel, talk, 
e-mail and stay in contact, even 
though we may live in different 
parts of the country and have 
very different lives. ... 

You will continue to make 
Agnes Scott friendships too. After 
graduation, | was 
involved in the Alumnae 
Association. | made 
friends with graduates 
who were not even here 
when | was. In fact, one 
of my friends graduated 
before | was born, but 
we hit it off instantly 
because of our common 
love for the College. 
Good women friends are 
a treasure the College 
gives you. The ASC ring 
will help you find each other over 
the years, across airports in inter- 
national cities and in social gath- 
erings. There will be instant, 
immediate recognition and 
reunion. 

When | see my ring, | am also 
reminded that it was at Agnes 
Scott that | learned what a liberal 
arts education truly means. This 
started early—in fact at registra- 
tion for my first classes my first 
year. | had escaped my math pro- 
fessor father's undue meddling in 
course selection, and | was pre- 
pared to sign up for algebra and 
trig, a course | had just completed 
as a senior in high school. | knew 
I couldn't have forgotten much 
over the summer, would get a 
good grade and complete the 
requirement. | thought it was a 
brilliant strategy. However, Miss 
Gaylord, the math teacher was 
mystified—why would I take a 
course | had just completed. | 
thought she was slow. | explained 
because, of course, | would get a 


good grade. She protested, but 
you won't learn anything. | repeat- 
ed the strategy, but I will get a 
good grade. She fixed steely blue 
eyes on me and said, “We don't 
do things that way here.” | was 
doomed to calculus. However, it 


was the beginning of my real edu- 


cation—it's NOT about grades, 
requirements, avoiding subjects 
that might be hard or taxing. 
Learning is a joy, an exploration, 
a journey of discovery and it 
never ends. Dame Iris Murdock, 
the English novelist and philoso- 
pher, has said education gives you 
the freedom to find happiness, 
because you learn where all the 
delights of life are and 
then may choose among 
them. | have found that 
to be true and | wish that 
same happiness for you. 

My Agnes Scott ring 
reminds me too of 
involvement in this com- 
munity and being a part 
of the decisions and 
activities of our shared 
life. My senior year | was 
co-chair of a committee 
to recommend possible 
changes in the academic area. My 
co-chair was the head of the clas- 
sics department—I was in com- 
plete awe of her. She seemed the 
very personification of Zeus or 
the nearest approximation | 
would ever encounter. In short, I 
was terrified of her. However, as 
ASC professors do, she respected 
my ideas, helped give them voice 
and provided a chance for me to 
lead with her an important com- 
mittee. Together, our committee 
proposed the pass-fail option as a 
way to take some courses. It is 
still a part of the ASC catalogue 
today and | am proud of my small 
part in it. 

Your Sophomore Family 
Weekend has been planned and 
executed by members of your 
class. | honor and thank them for 
their willingness to be involved, 
to contribute and to serve. In my 
business career | often used the 
skills gained from my education 
outside of class—team building, 
persuasion, analyzing a situation

and formulating a response, work- 
ing with others—as much as the 
solid academic preparation | 
received. | urge you to find time 
to be involved in a club, group, 
volunteer project, campus publi- 
cation. It's the beginning of put- 
ting your education to work. 

No alumna would fail to men- 
tion honor in connection with 
the ring. | don't mean the specific 
rules (we had many more than 
you) or the way the honor code 
is administered, although these 
are important aspects. Living in a 
community where honorable 
behavior is assumed helped me 
develop a sense of personal 
integrity that has been paramount 
in my life. 

It is not always easy to do what 
you think is right. But it also 
doesn't seem as hard as some 
would make it. Our newspapers 
stay full of stories of individuals 
who are in a lot of trouble and 
have caused a lot of hurt to oth- 
ers. Much of it could have been 
avoided had they acted ethically 
and honestly. ASC gave me that 
conviction, and the ring reminds 
me of it. 

President [Mary Brown] Bullock 
['66] said earlier this year that an 
ASC education is a gift—one you 
give yourself, one from the 
College and one from your par- 
ents and family. | am reminded of 
my parents when | wear my 
ring—grateful to them for the 
love and support they gave. ... 

Later we will sing God of the 
Marching Centuries, a hymn | sang 
almost weekly at Agnes Scott for 
four years. After graduation, the 
hymn was often part of joyous 
celebrations of marriages for my 
friends. It was chosen by many to 
be played at their weddings. 
Inevitably, it has also been part of 
life's losses too. Over a year ago | 
lost a close friend and alumna to 
cancer. She loved ASC fiercely 
and wanted God of the Marching 
Centuries played at her funeral. It 
was a source of great comfort to 
me that a member of this class, 
someone my friend had influ- 
enced to come to Agnes Scott, 
brought the music and words to

“We are the worker ants 
behind the scenes,” said 
Anazao “Annie” Chanpong 
'99, of her Kennedy Center 
winter internship with jazz 
programming. She and her 
co-workers handle the day- 
to-day logistics behind 
shows, which includes trav- 
el arrangements, housing 
and transportation.

They also collect media information from agents, work with the 
production staff and play host to the guest artists on performance 
days. The internships are part of the Center's Vilar Institute for Arts 
Management.

Chanpong’s major project was organizing “Betty Carter's Jazz 
Ahead,” a Kennedy Center residency program, held March 28-April 
6, for jazz musician-composers under the age of 30. Young people 
worldwide apply for a chance to work and learn from master musi- 
cians for a week. Twenty-eight were accepted. 

“They were an incredibly talented and passionate group of musi- 
cians,’ Chanpong said, adding she really enjoyed their performances 
because she saw their hard work during rehearsals.

They got to play and advance in their jazz 
music, and | got to support and promote them.” 

During the internship, Chanpong also worked with other jazz 
musicians, including Cleo Laine, Dee Dee Bridgewater, Regina Carter 
and Phil Woods. She also met Wynton Marsalis, the great trumpeter 
and artistic director of jazz at the Lincoln Center.

major areas in algebra/number theory, analysis and 
geometry/topology. There are also an interdisciplinary seminar 
and weekly colloquium lecture series by visiting mathematicians. 

A math major with a business and economics minor, Angeulova 
chose MASS because it was open to her as an foreign student. 

“It was particularly suitable for Stela because most of the pro- 
grams designed to encourage women to enter mathematics as a 
profession are funded by the NSF [National Science Foundation] 
and so are restricted to ULS. citizens and permanent residents,” 
said Myrtle Lewin, Agnes Scott professor of mathematics and 
Anguelova's adviser. 

The program gave Anguelova a feel for graduate school. “I 
took classes usually taken in graduate school, did research like a 
graduate student and even had oral exams on the entire material 
covered, just like graduate students do.” 

Anguelova plans to attend graduate school at the University of 
North Carolina-Chapel Hill. While at Agnes Scott, she worked 
as a math department tutor and with the ITS Help Desk. 
Anguelova also ran cross-country her sophomore and junior 
years. 

As for poster fame, “I would say | am not a celebrity,” 
Anguelova said. “Taking into account that we can count the 
graduating math majors at ASC using just the fingers on one 
hand, | believe it is natural that all the mathematics professors 
know me.” —Wendy Cromwell

Since its inception in 1992, the 
Spring Annual Research 
Conference offers an academic 
forum for students and faculty to 
present research findings. The 
research stems from collabora- 
tions of students and faculty 
members, study abroad experi- 
ences, the Research Scholars 
Program and the Atlanta 
Semester. 

“| also found it enjoyable to see 
several presentations where the 
researcher outlined an initial 
hypothesis and then admitted 
with a smile that the results of 
her data analysis led to a differ- 
ent conclusion,” she said. 
"Getting results one doesn't 
expect happens so frequently, 
and this makes such a presenta- 
tion extremely valuable.” 

First-years Karen Cleland, 
LaTisha Cotto, Laura Means, 
Kristen Parks, Vanja Petricevic, 
Kathryn Rosenbaum, Kathryn 
Rubesch and Alison Trendell 
presented a poster, “Hispanic 
Services," under the supervision 
of Martha Rees, chair and asso- 
ciate professor of anthropology.
